Lord Reading tet India ? 


As we write, it seems all but certain that Lorp ReAviIne will be 
appointed to the difficult and very onerous office of Viceroy of India. 
If he should be, the appointment will mark afresh stage in a career 
whith has long been one of those wonderful Jewish 

Ne to history.. LorRD READING, whose tact, sympathy, 
wisdom, - ‘knowledge, restrained and dignified power, have 
made him one of the most considerable men in the Ewpire, 
has been fated to break much nev ground in Anglo-Jewish history. 
The Times, in its broad-minded leader of last Wednesday, from 
which we reproduce the salient points in another column, remarked 
that “some of the ablest British 
administrators and soldiers in 
India belonged to the same ancient 
faith as Lorp ReEapinc.’ The 
facts are even more commanding, 
for the late Sir LIONET ABRAHAMS, 
the Financial Secretary to the 
India Oflice, was a Jew, so is the 
Deputy Financial Secretary, Mr, 
C. H. Kiscu, C.B., while the fact 
that the Secretary of State for 
India (Mr. MONTAGU) is of the 
same race places the two execu- 
tive offices of the Indian Govern- 
ment, at home and abroad, simul- 
taneously in Jewish hands. Nor 
can we foxget that it was another 
Jew, with a career of dazzling 
romance —LORD BEACONSFIELD 
—by whom the Monarch of this 
country was made Emperor of 
India. We say all this—need we 
state? — only with a supreme 
sense of pride in the oppor- 
tunities which the British Em- 
pire affords’ to all its citizens, 
irrespective of race or creed, as 
well as with legitimate happi- 
ness at that conspicuous ability 
in Government which still marks 
the Jew. and which, nearer home 
than in the sphere probably to be 
assigned to Lorp READING, a 
Jew is displaying in what is 
destined by public treaty to 
hecome a_ specifically Jewish 
Commonwealth.

The League's Birthday. 
NeXT Monday is the first birthday ofthe League of Nations, 
and it has-been wisely decided to mark the occasion by public 
meetings and pulpit addresses, and by the inauguration of a vigorous 
of education and propaganda, in order, as Lord ROBERT 
(kcIL has put it, to mobilise the people of this country enthusiasti- 
cally behind the League. The foundation of the League is the one 
hopeful thing that has come out of the hideous anarchy of the war, It 
is, however, passing through a dangerous period—the period of infancy 
—when its strangeness and the natural scepticism of men, in whose 
blood the War tradition of centuries courses, expose it to constant 
slight or even open attack. But, the fact that it has lived to be a 
year old is in itself a vast encouragement. If to the question 
“ What have you done’” it could give no better answer than that of 
the famous Frenehman on the morrow of the Terror—" I have lived,” 
it would still have accomplished a good deal. But it has, in fact, 
achieved, besides, much practical work ‘of far-reaching importance, 
culminating in the establishment,at the recent assembly at Geneva, of 
an International Court of Justice. It will, there can be no doubt, do 
more, infinitely more.if only the peoples of every land sustain it in its 
vital and noble task. For the League will be just as strong and 
efficacious as the nations make it. If they wish to rid themselves of 
the unspeakable borrors of war they have it in their power to do so— 
through the League, and nobody 
can say them nay. They can make 
the League or reduce it . to 
sterility.. Can there really be halt- 
heartedness in this enterprise, 
with the fies of the war still 
smouldering, and doing to the 
world damage and evil untellable ? 
That Jews will support and 
work for the League, with all their 
heart .and soul, is assured. 
It represents not alone’ practical 
effort towards the realisation of 
the ideal of Peace, but in all 
probability the one thing ‘that 
stands hetween them and another 
catastrophe, such as that which 
ash devastated hundredsof Jewish 
communities in Eastern Europe. 
It is also, let us never forget, the 
instrument which has been devised 
for safeguarding the liberties 
of millions of Jews in accord. 
ance with the Minorities Treatise 
Members of our community 
realised their duly months ago. 
when they took the lead in launch- 
ing a League of Religions te 
bringto the League of Nations the 
enthusiam and soulfulness of 
faith. If we persist in and 
develop that fine missionary 
labour. we will not only be 
doing an unforgettable service to 
our People and our fellow-men, 
but we shall justify. before Godand 
man the faith that is in us, and 
‘our claim to live and be heard 
among the nations of the earth. 


Traditional Judaism. | 
a RECENTLY we Called attention 
to an article in our columns by 
K.C.V our-contributor BENAMML" on the 
subject, "What isaJew?’ This 
week we print an eloquent and 
thoughtful sermon, delivered bythe 
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Rev. Morris Josern, on “ What is Traditional Judaism ? “' a question 
which involves the consideration of what is a “ Traditional” Jew. 
It is evident to all observers that there is much loose thinking 
abroad upon these important subjects, and Mr. Josern's effort towards 
clarity on the subjectis as noteworthy as it is commendable. Whether 
Mr, JosEPH's sermon will be universally accepted as a definite answer 
to the question which he propounds is, however, as he probably 
knows, none the less, at least, open to doubt. There are many who 
certainly will not distinguish, as he does, between “~ Traditional” 


Judaism and “Orthedox” Judaism. There are some who will not. 


even deign to notiee the adjective “ orthodox,’ for they know only 
Judaism—the Judaism which is the complete oral and written law, 
and any derogation from which destroys its Jewish character. 
Such Jews would not even accept the traditionalism which 
Mr. JOSEPH's own synagogue maintains, as in quantity or quality 
sufficient to warrant the claim of that congregation to be well 
within the pale of traditional Judaism. Ie is, of course, very 
difficult to say within what limits of traditionalism a congre- 
gation or individual must keep in order still to be considered 
traditionally Jewish; and Mr. Joseru himself, with all his great 
authority on the point. can only provide us with generalisations. All 
of which means that much controversy will flow before any fixed or 
accepted definitions are reached—if ever. For ourselves we would 
throw out the suggestion that the reverend gentleman, in his 
feliverance last Sabbath, gave altogether insufficient weight to the 
fact that a very prominent element in traditionA!l Judaism is what 
may be called the common body of practice of the Jewish people in 
general for the time being. We, for our part, would emphasise 
that element, seeing that the oneness of Israel is an essential idea 
of Judaism. We agree that our suggestion is not exhaustive; but 


we think it might, at all events, supply the key to the direction iu. 


which the solution of the difficult subject might be found.

Mr. BEnOR SAMUEL BEHAR has passed away at the ripe old age 
of eighty-one. Born in India in 1839, Mr. Behar was a great authority 
upon the East and Eastern Commerce. He had during his very active 
life travelied over practically every portion 
of the globe, bat his business activities 
were generally confined to India, Turkey, 
Persia, and the Continent. 


For many years he was a resident in 
Belgium, where his third son carried on 
business as Carpet Manufacturer and 


sought on Antique-Orientai Objets d Art 
and Carpets. Shortly before the outbreak 
of war he left Brussels, but his son 
remained and was later on arrested, and 
soon after hostilities commenced was 
interned in Ruhleben Camp. The busi- 
ness was seized by the German Authoritics 
and liquidated. Mr. Behar never realiy 
recovered from the shcc«x of his son's 
internment. 
Mr. Behar was probably one of the most 
gifted linguists of his day. He spoke 
The late Mr. Behor Samuel Behar tlaently at least ten languages and was 
acquainted with many Eastern 
During the war he volunteered to proceed to the Dardanelles to place 
at the disposal of the authorities his unrivalled knowledge of the 
Orient. While, however, fully appreciating his offer,.it was not 
considered advisable to permit one of his age to undertake the 
rigours of so strenuons a campaign. At the same time, the Powers 
referred many questions to him, and the letters of acknowledgment he 
received for this assistance were among his most treasured possessions. 
He was a great reader, and was frequently consulted upon matters of 
Eastern lore. His love for literature and general reading, together with 
his love for little children, constituted his only hobbies. On one occasion 
he returned from a tour of Europe with five orpban children, whom he 
found in a starving condition. He adopted these children and treatec 
them, practically speaking, as his own. They are now all doing well, 
and he often remarked that they were a great credit to their foster father. 
This is merely one instance of his usual open-handed generosity towards

Y ali accounts the tour in South Africa of the Chicf Rabbi has, at 
least from the personal point of view, been a blazing success. He

A Gem. 


Who was it said that the brighest gems are found in the deepest 
mud’ Whoever did so, spoke mere truth and our friend, the Norning Post 
of Wednesday last, gave ample confirmation of the fact. In a previous 
issue it had opposed the idea of the appointment of the Earl of, Reading 
as Viceroy of India on the ground, among others, that he was a Jew, and 
as such would prove antipathetic to the Mosiems of the great Dependency. 
Thereupon, Sahib Zada Aftab Abmed Khan wrote to that paper to 
repudiate any such suggestion as that the seventy millions of the Indian 
Mosiems would suffer offence to their feelings by the appointment of a 
Jew as ruler of India. The Morning Post. printed the protest, and ina 
not too genial editorial note remarked that its correspondent was 
not a good witness upon the point because, “like the rest of us” 
‘italics mine), “be has long since lost his prejudice against being governed 
by Jews.” In very truth, comment would be not only superfluous but 
might well tend to dim the brilliancy of this “ gem of purest ray serene.” 


A Bolshevik Tragedy. 


For countless sad and heart-breaking tragedies the Bolshevik excesses 
in Russia are responsible. The swing of the pendulum from Tsarist 
autocracy to Communist licence brought with it the desire that seemsalmost 
natural to human beings placed in like circumstances. It is to show that 
they can be as bad, as cruel, as arbitrary as vicious as was the régime they 
have displaced, exactly because it was bad, cruel, arbitrary, and vicious. 
I doubt not that if Tsardom were to be set up again in Russia it would cause 
the horrors of Bolshevism to sink into comparative insignificance, just 
as the horrors of Bolshevism have made the cruelties of Tsarism seem by 
comparison far less than they really were. It bas always been so ; the reign 
of the Girondins and of the subsequent Terror in France made the infamies 
of Louis and his court appear trifling; while the excesses of the French 
monarchy when it again obtained power seemed designed to rival almost the 
worst committed by the Commune. In thiscompetition in inhumanity which 
has been going on in Russia Jews have suffered—as they always seem to

suffer when suffering is dbout—more keenly than any others. But I 
doubt whether a more piteous story than that which has come to hand of 
the doing to death by the Bolsheviks of Samuel Barbasch is anywhere 
equalled. I know none of the details of his death, but I knew Barbasch, 
and a more gentile, kind, good-hearted Jew seldom walked the earth. 
I met him some years ago, when he was in London. He had sought 
me out at some personal trouble, because he thought he conld do a 
kindly act to one whom he had never before seen or known in his life, by 
bringthg a )-ersonal message from a near acquaintance then living in 
Odessa. I was struck with the man’s tendernoss, his singular séIfiess- 
ness, and, above all, his earnest love for Judaism and for the people 
of the Book. He was a life-lover of Zion. and although he lived on the 
shores of the Black Seca his spirit ever resided by Jordan's waters. 


“Spending Christmas.”

My correspondent does not say, although I suppose he means, 
in Palestine, as we hope it will be when a Jewish Commonwealth shall 
have there arisen. He argues that to Jews, situated as they are in the 
diaspora, Jewish consciousness, an essential basis of a Jewish Con- 
science, is virtually impossible, and he goes on through many pages 
of not too legible manuscript to belabour me in all keys for having 
forgotten Zion. ~ 

Well, I mention my correspondent’s address to me because I 
should not like my readers to imagine that my right hand had 
forgotten its cunning in consequence of my having forgotten Jerusalem. 
Tae whole article alluded to, however, bore reference to Jews as 
they are to-day scattered among the nations of the world, and was 
directed to that consideration by the reverend correspondent upon 
whose letter the article was based. I would add only this: that it 
occurs to me that the necessity for insisting upon the maintenance and 
strengthening of a Jewish Consciousness is much more urgent in respect 
to Jews @p they are to-day than it will be to Jews in a Jewish 
Commonwealth in Palestine. There the conditions onght to encourage 
consciousness in Jews as Jews, just as the conditions in the 
diaspora discoufage it. Although, it is only right to say, the prophets 
are on record, and they thundered against the lack of Jewish conscions- 
ness in our people even when ovr people were a nation—and formed a 
Jewish State—in Palestine. So perhaps I may be permitted to suggest 
that the plea I ventured last week should be taken to heart by Zionists 
as well as by those who have no other desire than to live scattered 
among the nations. 


“A PLETHORA OF 


THE REV. EPHRAIM LEVINE’S VIEWS.” 


In the course of his sermon at the New West End Synagogne, on 
Sabbath last, based on Exodus v., 16, “Straw is not given us, and they 
say’ to us make bricks,” the Rev. Ephraim Levine, M.A., adverted 
to the question to which the leading article in last week’s JEWISH 
CHRONICLE was devoted. He said that this text was very appropriate 
to conditions prevailing at the present day. The burdens of life were 
heavy and growing heavier. Were men not in the condition to-day 
of the Israclites, who were ordered to make bricks and to find the 
straw themselves? Charity appeals had assumed proportions that 
made the community stagger under their weight. On all sides 
money was urgently wanted for a ‘thousand and one different 
crying needs. Had not the time arrived when the whole question 
of communal charity should be reconsidered? Could not such 
adrastic reorganisation be undertaken that would create a scheme 
for the collection and distribution of charity, that would - place 
these institutions upon a more satisfactory basis than tkat nupon 
which they stood to-day’ Instead of the perpetual appeals with 
which they were inundated, why should they not have one large central 
organisation for the collection and disbursement of charity funds? Let 
it be composed of representative workers of all the existing institutions, 
which should be united for such a purpose. The various institutions 
would be autonomous and control their own policy. But the joint 
committce would subsidise them in proportion to their needs. 
The scheme would put an end to the continued appeals, would save admin- 
istrative expenses and produce an increased number of subscribers, and 
that the charitable instincts of that class who gave to every charity 
would not be curbed.

No Dismal Religion.

Sir,—What is this gospel of grumpiness at Christmas-tide? All nations 
have rejoiced in mid-winter, and the heathen celebrations have had 
attributed to them modern religious meanings of which they were in 
origin entirely innocent. But the rejoicing is seasonable, though a new 
name is given to the source of warmth. Why should Jews sourly deprive 
themse:ves of social participation in the pleasures of the season”? It is 
said, because the time has been seized upon by a new religion which 
has been hostile to ours.

The Christians may come, and many of them have come, to 
recognise that when their God descended (as they suppose) to earth he, 
at all events, appeared in the garb of a Palestinian peasant, and that we 
have preserved much for which they owe us gratitude. Let us cultivate 


sympathies, not antipathies, good cheer rather than sulkiness, and avoid 
making ourselves the dismal Jimmy of the calendar.

DR. MAX NORDAU ATTACKED. 
Paris (F.0.C.) 
The question of the Eastern refugees who are concentrated in Parie, 
which was recently the subject of debate in the French Senate, was 
discussed in the Chamber of Deputies on the 30th December. ,Mr. George 
Geral questioned the Government as to how it intended to deal with 
these ‘undesirables, who possessed no definite nationality, had mi<- 
leading and bizarre names; and who constituted a danger to the public 
health and the social order.” In the course of the debate, Mr. Leon 
Daudet, a notorious anti-Semite, repeated the charges against Dr. Nordas 
which had already appeared in the former's organ, lL Action Francaise. 
Hg denounced Dr. Nordau as an agent of German propaganda, who bad 
during the war been in /iacison with the German Naval Attaché in Madrid. 
He expressed surprise that Dr. Nordau had been allowed to give his lectares 
on Zionism, which Mr. Daudet declared were only a blind to cover German 
and revolutionary propaganda. Me. Moutet, a Socialist Deputy, protested 
against this attack, which he said was not only imbecile, bug dis. 
honest. Max Nordau was a most admirable character, and the chargcs 
against him were ridicnious and inspired by the worst motives. The 
Minister of the Interior, in his reply, explained the difficulties involved 
in dealing with these unfortunate refugees, many of whom had been 
more than six months on their way. Every step was taken to safeguard 
the public interests. He admitted that their presence aggravated the 
economic situation and the housing crisis. In concert with a number of 
philanthropic associations, an organisation had been formed, by means of 
which five hundred Jews were emigrated to America monthly. This 
work was not only being continued, but developed. 


ANTLSEMITIC CHARGES DISPROVED. 


In connection with the above-mentioued debate, the Ministry of the 
Interior has published official statistics with reference to the strangers of 
all nationalities who are registered in the Department of the Seine at the 
present moment. It will be remembered that, as was mentioned in tho 
JEWISH! CHRONICLE of December 10th, Mr. Gandin De Villaine declared 
in the Senate that there were in Paris no less than 400,000 undesirables 
from Eastern Europe. The ‘igures pow published show that the total! 
numberin the whole Department of the Seine is about 294,000. A large 
number of these by their nationality clearly do not profess Judaism, -..;, 
41,000 Italians, 14,000 Spaniards, 27,000 English, and 56,000 Belgians. The 


countries from whom it can be safely said that Jewish immigrants largely 


come—Poland, Russia, and Rumania—do not furnish 50,000 to the above 
figures. In detail they are as follows:— Russia,. 23,466; Poland, 10,1°1, 
Romania, 10,752; Palestine, 1,220; Czecho-Slovakia, 2,200. it should 
be pointed ont that if some Jews are included in the first-named national.

OFFICIAL CONDEMNATION. 
SALONIKA [F.O.C,) 

In reply to the telegram of protest despatched to the Home Govern- 
ment by the President of the Salonika Community and by the Deputies 
Sciaky and Alhanati, in reference to the Order of the Day by General 
Zymbrakakis, Commander-in-Chief of the Army in Thrace, mentioned 
in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of the 17th December, Mr. Gounaris replied : 

“On receipt of your telegram, I wired for a copy of the said Order. 
Meanwhile, | consider it my daty;on behalf of the Government, to assure 
you of the absolute confidence it places in the Jewish Community of 
Grecce, in virtue of the consistent loyalty and patriotic sentiments which 
it has always displayed and expressed.” 

The newspaper Vakedonia has, since the election, never ceased to 
express the most hostile sentiments against our coreligionists. The paper 
appears to regard it as a gricvance that we shoukl dare to take any 
interest in the elections, or to have a mind of onrown. We claim the 
right, like any other section of the community, to vote for that party 
which appears to us best qualified to safeguard the interests of the country.

ANTI-SEMITIC CALUMNIES REFUTED. 


BERLIN [F.0.C.1 
One of the principal leaders of the Anti-Semitic Party in Munich, the 
Editor, Dietrich Eckardt, offered a prize of 1,000 marks in bis paper, 
Auf gut Deutsch, for proof that a Jewish family had during the war three 
sons for three weeks fighting at the front or in the trenches. Rabbi Dr. 
Freund, of Hanover, furnished the desired evidence. He proved thatin 
the Jewish community of Hanover there were twenty families each of whom 
had more than three sons at the front, and that fifty other families in 


other communities had even seven or eight sons at the front, and that | 


some of them had lost three sons in action. In spite of these 
proofs, [Eckardt refused payment of the 1,000 marks. Rabbi Dr. 
Freund took legal proceedings in Munich, but before the case was con- 


cluded, Eckardt recognised the proofs and paid Dr. Freund 1,000 marke. 


He handed the sum to Jewish benevolent societies for distribution. . 
It is to be hoped that the anti-Semites will at last cease from 
insinuating that the Jews abstained from active service.

The Incorrigible Poles. 


Warsaw [F.0.C.) 

The Polish Government has refiised to re-admit into the service of 
the State railways Jews who left their posts to join the army. 

At Lipno, no licences are issued to Jews to open public houses. ; 

A number of Jews were beaten and robbed in trains on their way 
from Warsaw to Brest-Litovsk. 

At Borzenzin, the peasants boycott Christians who agree to work for 
Jews. In some cases they are even fined by a committee of peasants, 
but the authorities declared the fines to be illegal. 

The police at Warsaw suspended the weekly Jewish Labour organ 
Unser Slimme. 

The authoritic® at Kolna prohibited Yiddish speeches at public 
meetings, but the Ministry annulled the restriction. 

The Court of Appeal changed the‘sentence of Mr. Flakman for dis- 
playing a Zionist flag on the occasion of the San Remo celebrations from 
imprisonment for one month to a fine of one hundred marks. 

The Polish anti-Semitic press has opened a campaign against Bishop 
Matulevich for making a pro-Jewish speech at Vilna. 

Mr. Heiblum, the Jew who was wrongly accused of an attempt to 
assassinate Mr. Paderewski, bas again been tried. Mr. Heiblum denied 
the charge, but was sentenced to imprisonment for one day or to a fine 
of a hundred marks for taking part in an alleged hostile demonstration 
against the ex-Premier. 


Polish Evasion of Minority Claures. ; 
Warsaw [F.0.C3 

The Jewish deputies have lodged a protest against the practice of the 
Polish authorities in compelling Jewish emigrants to siga an undertak- 
ing not to return to Poland. The efforts of the deputies are directed 
against the Polish conception of the clause in the Peace Treaty relating 
to Polish citizenship. The Polish Government regards as Polish citizens 
only persons who had been registered under the Tsar’s rule as residents 
of Poland. This excludes from Polish citizenshipa large number of Jews, 
whoin reality were permanent residents of Poland, though they were 
registered in Russia. The Jewish deputies are therefore anxious that 
the Government should naturalise, as Poles, all former Russian subjects 
who resided in Poland in August, 1914. | 


Fifty Thzusand Orphans for Ameriza. 

Warsaw [F.O.C.) 
The Joint Distribution Committee has prepared a scheme providing 

that 50,000 families should be found in America each willing to support 

_ and. care for one Jewish orphan. 


Dr. Eder’s Visit to Russia. 


With reference to the paragraph published in our last week's issue, we 
are informed that Dr. Eder, during his visit to Soviet Russia, will confine 
himself to aud investigation G: the position of the Jews there. 


A Ukraine Ministership Refused. 


General Skoropadsky, former Hetman of the Ukraine, is, according to 
information just to hand, endeavouring to form a new Government for that 
State. One of his representatives, who recently arrived in London, offered 
a prominent Jewish politician from the Ukraine the portfolio of Jewish 
Minister, hoping in this way to gain the support of the Jewish community, 
The offer, however, was refused, chiefly on the ground that the Hetman 
had been in close communication with the German authorities and had 
been disloyal to the Allies, particularly to England.—J.C.B.

A great 
number of orphans are left in the frontier towns, as they could not be 
brought over to Central Galicia owing to iack of funds, clothing, etc. The 
Union of Tradesmen at Lemberg bas resolved to devote to the Ukrainian 
refugees | per cent. of a month's income; The Union of Hairdressers, 10 
per cent. of their Saturday's income; Union of Café Proprietors, 1 per 
cent. of a month’s income; Union of Waiters, Jewish as well as non- 
Jewish; 10 per cent. of their month's income: Union of Restaurant 
Proprietors, 1 per cent. of a day's income. The Federation trusts that 
Jewish Labour Unions, Friendly Societies, and other bodies in the United 
Kingdom will emulate the example set by the above-mentioned Unions in 
Lemberg, and devote a certain percentage of their incomes for the relief 
of the pogrom victims.

League of Nations. 
FIRST BIRTHDAY. 


Monday next is the first birthday of the League of Nations, and in 
celebration of this cvent a large number of public meetings are being 
arranged throughout Great Britain by the League of Nations Union, at 
whicha :ecord of its activities during the past year will be detailed, and 
the new campaign for 1921 inaugurated. The principal meeting will be the 
one at the Albert Hall,at which Mr. H. A. L. Fisher will preside. Sermons 
dealing with the event will be dolivered at the various places of worship. 
A short 1ésumé of the first vear of the League’s work by Lord Robert 
Cecil, Chairman of the Executive Committee, bas been issued. 
Hie points out that during the past year an International Court of Justice 
has been established, a dispute between Sweden and Finland referred to 
amediation, thostilities arrested between Poland and Lithuania, 200,000 
prisoners of war repatriated from Russia, a campaign against typhus 
organised, two important Labour conferences held, and the first steps 
towards mitigating the economic chaos prevailing have been taken by the 
Financial Conference at Brussels. The international problems to be faced 
during the coming year are immense. ! 

The membership of the Union has increased from 10,000 to 60,000 
daring the year. Lord Robert Cecil earnestly appeals to all to assist to 
the utmost of their power in a vigorous campaign of education and 
propaganda, to mobilise the people Of thiscountry behind the League, and 
to strengthen their determination to maintain it.

LXILI.—THE EVIL THAT MEN. DO. 
My Drar Cousin, 

Do you recollect our talk concerning the moral dissatisfac'ion which 
has seized upon some young people to-day? I came across an actual 
case recently in the person of a very intelligent college girl gifted with 
deep feeling, who was spiritually distressed because of the prevailing 
evil in the world. I was fortunate enough to get her to talk. Herself a 
Jewess, sho was deeply hurt at the seeming injustice of the sufferings 
of Jews in the Ukraine, in Poland, in Hangary. Why the pain, why the 
torment, why the blighted lives of innocent children made double orphans 
by the brutality of men? Such were her questions. She let herself go 
still more as her mind's eye swept Europe at the beginning of the new 
year. War was still raging; people were suffering hunger and want q 
venerosity and love scemed to have ‘departed from the earth. Indeed, 
much it ger'eved her heart to think what man had made of mar. “ Why 
does God allow it?” she burst out. ‘“ We Jews believe that God is good, 


and that His mercies endure for ever. How then can He Jet such 
things be?” 


~~ J let her ponr out. her impassioned feelings. With all the intensity 
of her youthful heart she condemned the injustice of the war, the 
arrangements resulting from the war, and the cant which during the war 
spoke of our heroes, and now that the war is-over tolerates the sight of 
these same heroes crinding organs or begging in the streets. 

When she had calmed herself somewhat I suggested that she was not 
alone in her difficulty. Very many people had had their religious moor 
ings broken by their experiences duriog the war, and were now seeking 
new religious footholds. My own view was that the vogue of new services 
aud cults which is apparent at present is due to a conscious or uncon- 
scious inner dissatisfaction caused by the existence of evil in the world. 
Even the dullest have had it brought home to them, and they cannot 
understand how a good God should allow the wickedness and injustice, 
the sufferings and the pain, which afflict the world to-day. 


Nor is the problem new. I pointed out that ever since men began to 
think they have been troubled by the problem ofevil. Religious teachers 
have had to meet the difficulty, and religious systems have propounded 
theorics to explain it. In the earliest ages, simple explanations were 
accepted. it was held that there are two forces in the world engaged in 
an everlasting struggle for mastery, the ‘one being the force of good and 
the other the force of evil; and that as the one or the other prevails, so 
voodness or cvil comes upon the world. Perhaps the best expression of 
this belief was formulated by Zoroaster and adopted by the Persians. 
Zoroaster taught that Ormuzd, the God of light and goodness, was opposed 
by Ahriman, the God of darkness-and cvil; and that when the former 
triumphed goodness ruled the world, while when the latter was supreme 
evil held sway. ‘This dualism is still accepted by many people who are 
influenced by the contrasts in life—life and death, male and fomalec, odd 
and even — 

All’s lend and borrow, 
Good, see, wants evil, 

Joy demands sorrow, 

Angel weds devil.” 

Judaism was not left entirely untouched by the Persian belief; but 
Judaism never accepted the theory of the two powers. In Jewish teach- 
ing God is the creator of both good and evil. “ Blessed art thou, O Lord 
our God, King of the universe,” so we read in the Prayer Book, * who 
formest light and createst darkness, who makest peace and createst all 
things.” The same principle is accentuated in the 49737, where God is 
praised for His “ distinction between holy and profane, and between light 
and darkness.” Indeed, it was the prophet Isaiah who proclaimed the 
doctrine to the world: “I form the light, and create darkness: I make 
peace and create evil; Ll am the Lord that doeth all these things.” 


My young friend was not sitisfie. by this explanation. She declared 
once more that her difficulty still remained. She had been taught to 
believe, and she actually did believe, that God was all-good. How, then, 
could He allow so mach suffering an linjustice in the world?’ The theory 
of a struggle between good and evil did not satisfy her; nor did she think 


that it would now satisfy any thinking person. It was no nie blinking 
the fact, the difficulty was there. 


She tol.l me that she knew there were people to-day who attempted 
to get away from their difficulty simply by saying that evil did not exist, 
that it was a mere piece of imagination. I could see that she had some 
knowledge of Christian Science, and she confessed as much when I asked 
her. But for Christian Science she had nothing but scorn. It was neither 
religion nor science, she s1id; it was self-deception, suitable for shallow 
minds. Whatshe could not understand was that any Jew or Jewess 


should be attracted by the absurdities of the system. The devotees of 


Christian Science would do better far to g) to psycho-analysis, which at . 


any rate claims with some trath to be scientific. They would get their 
headaches or their dyspepsia cured ina rational manner. Possibly, even 
the crudities of Christian Science might do that. Bat to hope to explain 


the existence of evilin the world by_ Christian Science was useless; it 
simply could not be don>. 


She stopped for a moment and then asked ma what Judaism had 
to say about her dificuitics. I was' glad of her question, for it gave 
mc an opportunity of pointing out that Judaism had never avoided the 
diMficulty. The Book of Job was wholly occupied with it: while in 
Deuteronomy the aged Lawgiver exclaims to his flock: “ See, 1 have set 
before thee this day life and good, and death and evil. . . . therefore 
choose life!” ‘The stress is on the choosing. In the Jewish conception, 
man has liberty of choice. The Rabbis of old taught that there was in 
the heart of man an inclination to good and an inclination to evil, the 
2S TS" and the 091 YS", that it was in his power to follow the one or the 


other, and that if he inclined to the evil force, evil came into the world- 
Some such idea must have been in Goethe’s mind when he wrote :— 

Zwei Seelen wohnen, ach! in meiner Brust, 

Die eine will sich von der andern trennen , 

Die eine hilt, in derber Liebeslust 

Sich an die Welt mit klammerden Organen ; 

Die andre hebt gewaltsam sich vom Duft 

Zu den Gefilden hoher Ahnen. 

The Jewish conception is that the world is good, and that if evil is 
powerful in it, evilis of man’s making. Men make wars, men engineer 
pogroms, men oppress their fellows. And would we have evil swept away 
from the world? Let goodness triumph, let men live according to God's 
commandment. As the Rabbis say, when God made the inclination 
to evil, He also made on antidote to it—the Torah, AX INI TW" Ax 
AVN 3 }93M. In the same way Rabbi Chaninah ben Dosa used to teach 
that not the serpent kills but sin, ROMA RIK HD WwW &?, ° 

The essence of Jewish teaching is that man is a free agent. ‘ Dopart 
from evil to do good”; “hate the evil and love the good”—the stress 
is constantly on man’s choice. God is, indeed, the captain of the 
universe, but He leaves much to man. If man were to obey the divine 
behests implicitly, if perfect justice and mercy and love held sway in 
human relationships, there would be no evil in the world. 

My young friend declared that she thought this teaching virile and that 
the world would profit by it. But it satisfied only uptoa point. She was 
prepared to admit that much of the evil and pain and suffering around us 
was of man’s making. But (and here she turned quickly to me), how 
would you explain certain kinds of troubles? she asked. Let me give you 
anillustration. We knew a dear woman, the mother of two children; in 
giving birth toa third shé died. How account for this? How bring +t 
into.accord with the theory of a good and loving God? Or, take the recent 
acroplanc accident in which three men {Jost their lives. . You cannot say 
here that the evil was of man's making. 

I saw her difficulty. I recallel for her comfort that wonderful 
passage in Emerson wherein he says, “ All loss, all pain, is particular; the 
universe remains to the heart uahiurt.” That is one consideration. The 
other is that men cannot comprehend God's actions. As Emerson says 
elsewhere, “The divine order does not stop where their sight stops.” 
Faith must then be relied on. The Jew has confidence in God. Recalling 
Rabbi Meir's dictum, he believes that all God's work is good. It is 
disciplinary. Inresignation the Jew cries out, “The Lord hath given and 
the Lord hath taken away: Blessed be the name of the Lord!” Herein 
lies the valne of religion. The irreligionS’ man may cavil at Fate; the 
religions man puts his trust in a loving Father whois God. Say, if you 
like, the religious man is weak. Will you call the cavilling of the 
irreligious man strong’? \“ Though he slay me, yet will I put my trust in 
him "—that is the attitude of the Jew; and no one can deny that the 
strength which is born of this confidence is gdod for the growth of 
character. 

We were both silent. My thoughtful friend became still more thought- 
ful. Eventually she pressed my hand with a grip of comprehension. | 
think she went away greatly foxtified in her Judaism.

An Appeal.

To THE EDITOR.! 


Sik,—In spite of the “ plethora of: appeals,” to which you referred in 
your leading article of last week, I bog to call the attention of the Com- 
munity to the appeal of the Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau, 
which is now being issued. Until such time as the larger organisations 
of the Community recognise their duty to support, adequately, institutions 
designed to promote the observance of Judaism, it is imperative that 
individuals be canvassed for donations or subscriptions. I desire to call 
the attention of your readers to the objects of the Bureau and its financial 
needs. 

The Bureau not only acts as an Employment Agency, for Sabbath 
observers, but performs other important work for promoting and 
cncouraging the better observance of the Sabbath, by using its inflnence 
with public bodies and employers of labour and by advising appiicants, 
particularly boys and girls leaviig tchool, on the choice of a career. 

It also acts as a medium of communication with Governme«#t Depart- 
ments, the London County Council and the Ministry of Labour, on al! 
questions affecting Sabbath observance and as a bureau of information 
and advice on questions arising under the Factory and Labour Laws. 

The number of appticants for employment dealt with during the past 
five years was 14,193, and suitable situations were found for 3,634 
(exclusive of temporary employment). 

During the eleven years of its existence the Bureau has been enabled 
to continne its work by the help of a few friends, with a guarantee ag iinst 
the annual deficit. This guarantee was withdrawn at the beginning of the 
present year, with the result that-—in spite of rigid economy —the Bureau 
finds itself in a most serious financial position. 

In order to extinguish the present debt and enable the Bureau to he 
carried on with the maximum of efficiency a sum of £1,000 is required. 

In view of the vital necessity of preserving the sanctity of the 
Sal bath, the excellent results already achieved, and the serious increase 
in unemployment, the Committee confidently appeal to the community 
for annual subscriptions or donations to obviate the necessit 


y of closing 
the Bureau and to enable them to bring the “ delight of the Sabbath” to 


as many homes as possible. 
_.. he Bureau is not a charitable organization; the monéy is required 
solely for working expenses. This is our first appeal.

PROFESSOR LEOPOLD LANDAU (Berlin).

In 1872, 
he. filled the post of assistant surgem at the University Clinic at Halle.

His clinic was always regarded as a model institution, 
and was looked upon as such by medical men of other countries. 
Professor Lindau was one of the most distinguished Jewish personalitics 
in Berlin. All Jewish aspirations founlinhim awarm supporter. Without 
actually belonging to the Zionist Organisation, he assisted Jewish 
Nationalist work to the utmo:t cxtent. His library, which is one of the 
largest an | most valuable collection of books on medical scicnce ia cxist- 
ence, he has bequeathed to the Jewish University in Jerusalem. 


Dr. PHILIP SEIDMAN (New Yerk’. 

A martyr to his duty has passed away in the person of Dr. Philip 
Scidman, a young physician, of New York. the only son of Cantor Seidman. 
But twenty-five years of age when he died, Dr. Seidman had graduated 
with the highest honours in Jure last, and was attached tothe Willard 
Parker Children’s Hospital for Infectious Diseases. He contracted 
diphtheria from one of his patients a month ago, and returned to work 
before he had fuily recovered, disregarding the entreaties of his patients 
and fricnds that he should take arrest. An attack of scirlet fever was 
fatal in his weakened condition. Llis last words were an enquiry as to 
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how his child patients were progressing. Professor H. W. Berg and 
Rabbi Blechman delivered addresses at the funeral, and paid tributes te 
his devotion to duty, Professor Berg remarking that he had already given 
promise of becoming not an ordinary but an extraordinary physician.

A GREAT TRIBUTE. 


STERN REPROOF TO ANTI-SEMITES. 


In the course of a leading article on Wednesday, the Times, discussing 
the probable appointment of the Earl of Reading as Viceroy of India, said: 


. Should Lord Reading be chosen, we trust that the appointment 
will receive general approval in this country, and that it will be 
acceptable to the peoples of India. We write on the assumption that 
the expected nomination of Lord Reading will be confirmed, and it 
must be said at once that it requires very ¢ eat courage and fortitude 
to undertake the Viceroyalty at the present timé .. . He will have 
to take the helm in the midst of a period of transition which may be 
full of dangers .. . In Lord Reading, should he go, India will have a 
Viceroy of an unusualand, as we think, a suitable type, well fitted to 
the changing conditions. The next Viceroy must be a man of 
exceptional mental calibre and of varied experience, and Lord 
Reading possesses these qualifications in an ample degree. He 
must, above all things, be abie, in. the words of Lord Curzon. 
to “hold the scales even”; and who can be better fitted to do 
so than the Lord Chief Justice of England? It ia highly desir- 
able that he should have considerable Parliamentary expericnce, for 
the new legislative institutions will be under his fostering care. He 
must have boundless tact and warm sympathy, aud a great know- 
ledge of the world and of men. He must be patient in listening to 
yrievances, and must be ready to grant that accessibility which is so 
prized in the East. He must he firm on occasion, prompt in decision, 
free from hesitation, a hard worker, and able to speak.clearly and 
with authority in an office which has too often been held by tongue- 
tied men. He must possess gifts of intercourse which will inspire 
confidence in the great princes and chiefs, as well as among the 
accredited leaders of the races of British India. He must be a man 
of great restraint, just in his attitude to all public questions; and 
never more than now has it been necessary to send to India a Vice- 
roy who knows how to temper justice with extreme clemency and 
forbearance even under provocation. We have set a high standard, 
but we trust that Lord Reading will be equal to it. 


We dismiss at once the. suggestion that the religious 
faith which Lord Reading professes is an obstacle to his 
appointment (proceeds the “Times"'). The peoples of India 
will, we are convinced, be quick to reject the idea that the 


Those in this count y who are raising the issue will assuredly 
f.nd that the very hostility they are trying to arouse will be 
the best passpart to a warm we!come from the Indian com- 
munities, for there is no surer way to their sympathies than 
criticisms savouring of racial or religious intolerance. Some 

of the ablest British administrators and soldiers in India 
have belonged to the same anc‘ent faith as Lord Reading, and, 
far from being a bar, the question has; as a rule, never been 
thought of in a land where the widest toleration-forms part of 
the fandamental basis of British rule. It may be hoped that 
no more wiil be heard of an exceeding/y ill-chosen topic. 


We support the proposal to send Lord Reading to India (adds the 
Times) becausé we hold that, among the numerous distinguished men 
whose names have been mentioned in connection with the Viceroyalty, 
none is better qualified to control the Indian Administration in a period 
of great emergency than this latest selection. Of the sacrifice which 
Lord Reading may make should he go to India we can only speak 
with reticence. Our view is that the interests of India and her 
myriads, who will always be safer and happier under British rule 
than outside it, are paramount. Thecarcersof individuals, and their 
private and personal affairs, are as dust in the balance when compared 
with the tremendous problem of the welfare of a large portion of the 
earth's population. Yet should Lord Reading forsake the calm and 
dignified ofiice he now holds for a post which carries great risks, and 
has rarcly brought anything but trial and adversity to those who have 
filed it, he will be making a considerabie sacrifice in the pubic 
interest. That Lord Reading will be warmly welcomed by 
all classes in India we do not for a moment doubt, but he will do well 
to remember that no one ever laid down the great office of the 
Viceroyalty without feeling that he had undergone the severest ordeal 
of his life. 


THE CHIEF RABBI'S TOUR. 
VISIT TO BULAWAYO. 

The Chief Rabbi's visit to Rhodesia, which he undertook un- 
accompavied by Mr. Woolf, who’remained at Johannesburg, has been 
confined to Bulawayo. It was found necessary to cancel the visits to 
other centres, in order to lighten the strain as much as possible. Dr. 
Hertz was accorded a civic welcome at Bulawayo. At a meeting at the 
Grand Hotel the Mayor spoke in eulogistic terms of the position occupied 
by the Jewish citizens, both in commerce and agricultare. The record of 
being Mayor of Bulawayo for four years was held by a Jew. The Rey. 
M. I. Cohen welcome 1 the Chief Rabbi on behalf of the community. Mr. 
Justice Russell also joined in the welcome, and paid a tribute to the 
community. The Chief Rabbi, in reply,. spoke of the tolerance and 
liberality which every where pogo yt the South African, and referred 
to the great part played by the Jews in the war. 

A on hela in the Guildhall, at which Mr. Louis 
Landau presided. The Chief Rabbi, in the course of his speech, referred 
v0 the great need for co-operation and unity at the present day. The 
many problems that confronted Jewry were common to all countries. 
They wanted to have their children not Jews by accident but Jews by 
sonviction and by knowledge. It was to this end that the War Memorial 
aad been initiated. The money raised would establish an institution to 
promote Jewish ideals and Jewish faith throughout the ages. 

The Chief Rabbi preached in the synagogue, and appealed to the 
parents to realise the sacred responsibility incumbent upon them to bring 
up their children loyal to their faith and people. It was a suprome 
diaty of his tour to urge the absolute necessity of religious education. 

The Chief Rabbi and party are now at Port Elizabeth, where they 
remain till Monday, proceeding thence to Oudtshoorn. They leave on the 
Mth for Cade Town. and after a short reat thei will sail for Australia.

JEWISH COOKERY. 
CAKES AND BISCUITS. 


SOME USEFUL RUBES. 

To make cakes and biscuits at home is really quite a simple matter— 
but the following rules should be borne in mind: 

1. Always beat eggs, butter, and sugar very thoroughly, in order te 
introduce air into the mixture. The more air the lighter the cakes. 

2. When beating butter and sugar to a “cream” beat until they aro 
quite white and soft, or the cake will be close. 

%. If butter is hard, warm it, but on no account oil it. 


4. After washing fruit see that it is thoroughly dry; damp fruit 
means heavy cakes. 


5. Large cakes should be baked slowly, small ones (and biscuits) 
quickly. 


6. Always close the oven door gently. A sudden jar will often cause 
fruit to sink or the cake to fall in the centre. 


ALMOND BISCUITS, 
REQUIRED: Flour, 4 Ib.; margarine, 4 o7.; sugar, 2 07.; sweet 
almonds (ground), 1 oz.; yolk of one egg; almond essence. 


METHOD.~-Mix the flour and Sugar. Shred in the margarine, first’ 


warming slightly if very hard. Rub it into the flour till it begins to 
bind it together. Then add the almonds, egg yolk and essence, and mix 
and kneed thoroughly until the mixture is soft and pliable. Turn on to 


a floured board, roll out a quarter of an inch thick, ctit into fancy shapes, . 


and bake in a moderate oven for about fifteen minutes. 


HEBRON SLAB. 
REQUIRED: Flour, 1 Ib.: margarine, 6 oz.; sugar, 4 07.; raisins, 
4 ov.: dates (stoned), 4 oz.; one lemon; milk, about 4 pint; 
carbonate of soda, one teaspoonful! ;. mixed spice, 4 teaspoonful. 


METHOD.—Mix the carbonate of soda with a little milk. Mix the 
flour, spice, and grated lemon rind together. Rubin the margarine. Add 
the sugar, the raisins (halved and stoned), and the dates (chopped). 
Squeeze and strain over the lemon juice. Then mix to a.dough of such 
consistency that it will easily drop from a spoon with the milk, after 


which stir in the dissolved carbonate of soda. Turn the mixture into an 


oblong tin (such a one as is used for Yorkshire pudding) that has been 
lined with greased paper; spread it evenly and bake in a moderately 
hot oven for about one hour. 


SPONGE SANDWICH. 
REQUIRED: eggs; castor sugar, } lb.; self-raising flour, ¢ Ib. ; 
powder, 4 teaspoonful ; jam. 


METHOD.—Beat up the eggs and snugir together until they are quite 
white and frothy. Mix the baking powder and flour together and sieve 
into the eggs and sugar. Stir in very lightly, and turn into two sanciwich 
tins that have been greased and dusted with castor sugir. Bake in a 
quick oven for about 10 minutes. When cold spread une of the cakes with 
any kind of warmed stoneless jam and cover with the other.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 

Mr. MORRIS ALEXANDER, K.C., M.L.A. 


R. MORRIS ALEXANDER, K.C., M.L.A., of Cape Town, has 
been in England on what may be described as a “ hustle” 
visit, having arrived here on the 20th ult., and leaving 
again on Friday last. During his stay he favoured our 

representative withashort survey of the conditions that prevail among 
our coreligionists in South Africa. Few persons are better qualified to 
speak with authority on this subject. 
Settling in South Aftica at an early 
age. but graduating at Cambridge, Mr. 
Alexander was called to the Bar in 
1900, and started practice in Cape Town 
in the same year. He was for nine 
years a member of the City Council, 
and has for the last thirteen years sat 
in the Cape Parliament—first as a Mem- 
ber of the Assembly, and then in the 
Union Parliament, for the Castle Divi- 
sion of Cape Town. He has just been 
re-elected for the fifteenth time Presi- 
dent of the New Hebrew Congregation. 
He is President of the Palestine Restora- 
tion Fund, of the Relief Fund for War 
Victims (which has collected £80,000), 


and a Vice-President of the South 
African Board of Deputies. Mr. Alex- 
Mr. Morris Alexander. ander ‘took silk” last year. On the 


: whole he drew a favourable picture 
of the conditions in the sub-continent. The Chief Rabbi's 
iour is naturally the chief topic of interest there, and it: was 
in connection with its object that Mr. Alexander drew attention to 
what is acrying.need of South African Jewry—the organisation of 


religious education and the adequate supply of competent ministers. - 


THE CHIEF RABBIS TOUR, 

“The Chief Rabbi's tour,” said Mr. Alexandor, “has been a great 
success, It has not only aroused enthusiasm, but it- has united all sections 
of the Community in an almostunprecedented manner. A striking feature 
has been thé interest displayed by Jews who have hitherto held aloof 
from communal work. It has also brought us into closer touch with our 
citizens of other creeds, to. whom the Chief Rabbi, in his cloquent 
specehes, has been the interpreter of Judaism. The many misconcep- 
tions in reference to the Scheme which prevailedas much in South Africa 
as in Eugland, have been removed by the explanations of Mr. A. M. Woolf, 
It is tev'e that the trade depression from which South Africa,‘in common 
with other countries, is suffering, is' reflected in the subscription lists, 
which are not as satisfactory as was anticipated. But representative 
committees have been formed, and will carry on the work afier the mission 
has departed. 

“The great need of South Africa,” continned Mr. Alexander, is a 
supply of able and competent ministers. True, we have a few, to mention 
only Rabbi Dr. Landau, of Johannesburg, and Mr. Bender, of Cape Town. 
But there are many communities, especially in the smaller towus, which 
have not even a properly organised congregation.” 

ZIONISM AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION, 


And the lack ofa proper system of religious education is, presumably, 


a result of this’? 

“That is so. -The absence of the one connotes the absence of the 
other. The few Talmud Torahs, however good, cannot possibly meet 
the requirements. of the 50,000 Jews now in South Africa. Matters wonld 
bo worse were it not for the any Zionist Societies which, in many cases, 
focus all the work that should ba done by communal organisations. On 
the other hand, our synagogues and our charitable institutions are 
stropgiy supported and are in a flourishing condition. The interests 
of South African Jewry in_ relation to the. outer world are 
well looked after by the South African Board of Deputies, whose 
headquarters are in Johannesburg. The Government is always prepared 
to give the fullest consideration to all questions put before it involving the 
interests of our coreligionists. Asean example ‘ot its general attitude 
towards the Jews, I need only instance the fact that it has recognised 
Yiddish as a European language, thus enabling immigrants to take it as a 
test of literacy. An aspect of communal life in South Africa which should 
not be overlooked is the strong feeling of unity. There are, of course, 
exceptions; but, considering the size of the community, and the many 
diverse cleoments which compose it, I think it would be hard to find more 
harmonious co-operation and good feeling than exist among uy. Ido 
not think that I need tell you what a hold Zionism has acquiréd. It is 
practically universal, and has been a great factor in building up a united 
commupity.” 3 

OUR DEBI TO BOTHA AND SMUTS. 

Asked as to whether South Africa was suffering from the prevailing 
epidemic of anti-Semitism, Mr. Alexander answered: “I can honestly 
say,no. Individual cases, of course, exist, aseverywhere. But, speaking 
generally, we are regarded by our fellow-citizens as true members of 
the South African Dominion. And the more we show our pride in our 
race and religion, the more respect do we gain. South Africa has, of 
course, been singularly fortunate in its political leaders. General 
Botha was one of the truest friends the Jews ever had, and Gencral Smuts 
is in every Way @ worthy successor. At the Peace Conference at San 
Remo, and on the occasion of the riots in Jerusalem, the South African 
Cabinet did not hesitate to speak out most strongly to the Home Govern- 
ment on our behalf. The Jews of Poland and East Europe have a true 
champion in Gencral Smuts. The Jewish Community of South Africa is, 
indeed, fortunate in finding itself among a people who regard pride in 


Judaism as in’ every way perfectly compatible with the truest South | 


African patriotism.” 


A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially written for the JEWISH CHRONICLE.] 


MOSES.—II. 


“ Say unto the children of Israel, I am the Lord.”— Exodus vi., 6. 


It is astonishing that Moses could have taken men filled with super- 
stitions they had imbibed during their long stay in Egypt, rude, ignorant, 
unlettered and degraded, and implant in their hearts any conception 
whatsoever of an unimaged, invisible God. Even the educated and 
enlightened of the time demanded an imaged and visible God, such as the 
sun, the moon, or animals, stone or wooden idols, something that they 
could see. But Moses gave the people none of these. They must believe 
ina spirit, which man could “not see and live”; an omnipotent spirit 
beyond the power of the human eye to discern; a spirit which is 
almighty and yet is never to show itself except by its works 
(Exodus xxxiil., 23); a spirit which is without form or body, and yet 
makes itself felt everywhere. As Heine has expressed it, Moses was a 
consummate artist. The artist takes the most common stone, out of 
which he produces the noblest specimens of seulpture. So Moses took a 
degraded type of humanity, out of which he created a community of 
believers in the highest conception of Deity. His purpose was ‘to teach 
Israel righteousness. He knew that righteousness and idolatry cannot 
well go band in hangl, that few idolaters, ifany, were or could be righteous. 
Therefore the people he led must be taught to abandcn idolatry--in order 
that they might lead righteous lives; and without righteousness they 
were surely destind to perish. The Egyptians worshipped kings as gods, 
bowed down before sacred bulls, and practised all sorts of abominations. 
Hence they did not lead righteous lives; the spirit of the Pharachs was 
one of injustice, notwithstanding the high standard of civilisation that 
prevailed in Egypt. Tothe Pharaoh of the Exodus human lives were 8c 
inany;flies. All this system of injustice was entirely changed under the 


GOVERNMENT ESTABLISHED BY MOSES. 


The rights of the humblest Israelite were as much respected as the 
rights of Moses himself. In matters of law there was no wresting of 
judgment and no respecting of persons; duties, rightsand responsibilities 
were made common to all. “One law and one judgment alike for the 
stranger and the home-horn.” Moses, as was pointed out in the previous 
discourse, did not favour a monarchical system of government. [Ent he 
saw that the people would one day desire to have a king to rule over them. 
How was the king to ba prevente 1 from becoming an absolute ruler of 
the soil like the Pharaohs of Egypt? Agrarian laws were introduced 
which kept the land in the possession of the people. Land monoply was 
rendered impossible on the part of the ruler or his rich nobles by the 
enactment of tha law of the Jubilee. In the fiftieth year the land 
reverted to its original owner or to his heirs. Ifad the land system of 
Moses been in force in modern times, how much misery would 
have been saved to the world! -The mind of Moses was 
ruled by a spirit of absolute equility which governed all 
his laws. He cast himself away absolutely from ali the 
tradition and influence of his Egyptian training and education. It is 
believed that he was educated in the House of Seti, the greatest university 
of his time, where, as a member of the royal house; he was taught by the 
wisest leaders of hisage. He had the opportunity of consulting great 
libraries. But he used the education he enjoyed not to follow blindly in 
his footsteps of his teachers, but to.train his powers to observe, to reason, 
and to think. He saw the evils of the systems by which he had been 
surrounded, and he determined to remedy them. He knew what to 
avoid. He had, moreover, the power of initiative, the power of devising 
new laws hitherto unknown or untried. The ages that have since passed 
have proved his genius as the world’s greatest lawgiver and statesman, 
the world’s greatest religious leader. Religion and statesmanship were 
in him identified. Religion came to mean for him law and order. And 
likewise education, The practice of the rulers of his time was to keep 
the peopic in densest ignorance in order that they might the more readily 
bear the burdens imposed upon them. The hope and aim of Moses were 
to educate and enlighten his people, so that they might become fitted for 
self-government. It was this 


PASSION EDUCATION 


which led him to say, “ Would to God that all the Lord's people were 
prophets, and that the Lord would put His spirit upon them.” Moses was 
not a sinless man. Judaism knows of no faultless men, and the story of 
his life, as told in the Pentateuch, makes no attempt to hide his faults of 
character. We read how impetuous and impatient he was at times, 
lacking in self-possession and self-control. He was “slow of speech and 
of a slow tongue”; he made no pretensions to military generalship, por 
to the power of a skilled organiser and administrator. It remained for 
his father-in-law, Jethro; to suggest the appointment of judges over 
thousands, over hundreds, over fifties and over tens. The fighting -of 
battles was committed to the more competent hands of Joshua. All these 
drawbacks only make his general achievements the more remarkable. 
Moses was strong in his wrath, violent in his anger, severe to evil-doers, 
be most tender, just and merciful. The spirit which animated 
him in all his thoughts and acts was the love of rightedus- 
ness, which formed the basis of his government. Governments 
have since discovered that they can erpetuate themselves 
only by being built on the rock established by Moses. Every 
Government since established in which righteousness was wantirg has 
crnmbled and faded away, and has become part of tho dead past. Any

TWO REMARKABLE DISCOVERIES. * 


4 _During the last few days, remarkable advances have been made in 
evices: for the perfection of scientific research. One is a device for 
measuring the diameter of stars, ani the other is the discovery of a new 
photographic plate for X-Ray apparatus, which will enable photographs to 
be taken at a rate twenty-five times faster than hitherto. Both these 
mivances are due to the work of coreligionists. In the former case, 
Professor Albert Abraham Michelson, of Chicago, already world famous 
for his inventions of most delicate measuring machines, bas applied 
his new one to the Northernmost star of the Constellation. He has founda 
its diameter to be 260,000,000 miles, and its distance from the earth to be 
150 “light years "—that is to say, with light travelling at the rate of 
186,000 miles per second it took 150 years after its formation before the 
star became visible on Karth. 

Professor Michelson was in June last awarded the Albert Medal of 
the Royal Society of Arts, given annually for “ distinguished merit in pro- 
moting arts, manufactures, and commerce.” One of the world’s greatest 
physicists, he was born at Strelno, Germany, in 1850, and educated 
at the United States Naval Academy and the Universities of «Berlin, 
Heidelberg, and Paris. He has devoted his life to the study of physics 
and optics. His inventions in thg latter fleld have rendered possible the 
reproduction of accurate metric ‘standards with a minute precision 
hitherto unobtainable. Professor Michelson has received honorary 
doctorates from Yale and Cambridge. He was awarded the Nobel prize 
for physics in 1907. He is a Forcign Member of the Royal Society, which 
awarded him the Copley Medal, and is Rumford Medallist of the Royal 
Institute. | 

The second invention is the work of Dr. Leonard A. Levy, of London. 
The advantages of the new X-Ray plate are that it not only saves the 
patient and operator from the risks of exposure to X-Rays, but it 
prevents the blurring caused by longer exposures, which adds to the 
difficulties of diagnosis. It will greatly facilitate the discovery of flaws 
in machinery castings, shells, and acro engines. \-Raysare being applied 
more and more evcry year in industrial undertakings, and this tatest 
advance will, it is claimed, revolutionise suc) work and enable it to play 
a greater part in industrial development. 

Dr.‘ Leonard A. Levy was educated at University College School and 
at London and Cambridge Universities. His scholastic career was most 
distinguished. He obtained a first class in his examinations at both 
Universities, the Will Arnott Medal and the Gordon-Dijan University 
Prize. He was a Scholar of Clare College and Demonstrator in Chemistry 
at Cambridge University Laboratory. Dr. Levy, who is the author of 
numerons scientific works, made his literary debut at the early age of 
cighteen, his subject being “ Radium and other Radio-active Klements.” 
He is a Fellow of the tnstitute of Chemistry and of the Chemical Socicty. 


American Jewish War Record. 

The following summary of the war record of American Jews, com- 
piled by Julius Leavitt, of the American Jewish Committee is really 
a remarkable statement of the performance of patriotic duty (says the 
Jewish World); though as it concerns Jews it Would proba>Dly be found 
about the average if set against a like record concerning our people 
in apy of the belligerent countries during the creat struggle. 

In actual numbers the Jews of America contributed from 200,00) to 
225,000 men to the United States Army, Navy, and Marine Corps. Propor- 
tionately, on the basis of population, they. have exceeded their quota by 
at least one-third, On Armistice Day, llth November, 1918, the forces of 
the United States numbered approximately 41.890,000 men. The Jews of 
America, who constitute but three per cent. of the population, should have 
contributed about 139,000 men to the Service. Actually they have con- 
tributed, according to the latest data available, nearly 100,000 more than 
their share. 

The record of honours conferred upon Jewish soldiers for valour in 
action is remarkable. The Office of Jewish War Records has already listed 
nearly 80) citations for valour, of which 5O01.were conferred by the American 
command, 225 by the French,25 by the British, and > by various other 
Allied commands. Of the most valued Cougressional Medal of Hlonour— 
of which only 78 have been conferred to date—at least-thtee were awarded 
to Jewish soldiers. 

There were nearly 10,000 Jewish commissioned oflicérs in the several 
branches of the Service. In the Army there were more than (0 colonels and 
lieutenant-colonels, more than 350 majors, 1,190 captains and over 7,000 
lieutenants. In the Navy there were over 50}Jewish commissioned officers, 
the highest rank beihg that of rear-admiral. In the Marine Corps there 
were over eighty Jewish commissioned officers, including one brigadier- 

- general. | 

The total of Jewish casualties, according to the latest estimates, was 

from 15,000 to 18,000, including 3,500 who made the sapreme sacrifice. 


It is strange (the Jewish World concludes) that such loyal service should 
find as a mark of appreciation an outburst of anti-Semitism in the United 
States for the first time in its history—if the Ford dementia can be so 
called; though even that ought not, in face of such a record, to have been

MASS MEETING IN AMSTERDAM, 


A “LEGITIMATE ASPIRATION,” 


BRITISH MINISTER AND- THE MANDATE. 


AMSTERDAM [F.0.C.} 

One of the most enthusiastic gatherings held here in furtherance of 
the Jewish National Movement was undoubtedly the one that took place 
to-day in the great hall of the “Concert-gebouw,” the biggest building 
in Amsterdam, under the auspices of the Amsterdam Zionist Council, 
composed of the Amsterdam Zionist and Mizrachi Federations. Long 
before the time announced for the opening of the proceedings, the hali 
was crowded with ardent workors for the Movement who had como 
together to support their leaders Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Jabotinsky, and 
to welcome in their midst Sir Robert Graham, the British Minister at the 
Ilague. 
Mr. A. Assciuier, President of the Council, in opening the proceedings, 
welcomed the principal speakers on behalf of the Jewish commnnity in 
Holland. In addressing the British Minister, he expressed the warm fec!- 
ings of thankfulness that were noppermost in the hearts of the Jewsof the 
world for what, by word and deed, that great country, England—(cheers)— 
had done forthe Jewish people. (Cheers.) By the presence,of Sir Robert 
Graham they considered the British Empire was that day represented in 
their midst. (Cheers.) The Jews of the world had been given a unique 
opportonity—-no snch opportunity came ttvice in a lifetime—of securing 
for themselves a National Home where their brethren could work out 
their destiny and their development without let or hindrance. Holland 
was one of those blessed countries of the world where Jews were enjoying 
the greatest freedom to live their lives in accordance with the best Jewish 
traditions, and as citizens and Jows they would be failing in duty if they 
did not raise their voice on behalf of their oppressed brethren who cried 
out for their help. Having made a stirring appeal for co-operation among 
all sections of Zionists and an urgent appeal for funds to help the 
re-building of their national home, Mr. Asscher concluded as follows: 
Dear Professér Weizmann and Mr. Jabotinsky, we have to thank you both 
for your work. You, Professor Weizmann, as the efficient and saccessful 
politician, whose name will for ever be associated with one of the greatest 
moments of our history. Wherever you went you asked yoursell: 
What can 1 do here for my people? And you, Mr. Jabotinsky, as true a 
knight of your people are you, serving it in places where danger sur 
rounded you, suffering for the sake of the Jews and for Eretz Yisrael. 
We have to thank you both. And, I repeat, we are thankfal to the 
British Government, for offering us the /fcre of restering the Jewish 
Land and the Jewish people at onc and the same time. And 1 pray the 
Almighty thet He may help us onward! God will pot desert His people! 

Sir ROBERT GRAHAM, on rising to address the gathering, was 
enthusiastically cheered for several minutes. I desire to thahk you, he 
said, for the extremely warm and cordial reception yon have so kindly 
accorded me, and I regard the manner in which you greeted meas a 
mark of confidence in the British Government which has undertaken the 
Mandate for Palestine. And I am sure you all agree with me when I say 
that that confidence will prove to be fully merited. In the appointment of 
that distinguished statesman and public servant, Sir Herbert Samuel, 
one of your faith, to be the first High Commissioner for Palestine, Britain 
showed that spirit which has so much contributed to her greatness 
(cheers), and exhibited the unselfish manner in which England is 
approaching the whole question of the re-founding of a home for the 
Jews who desire to dwell in Palestine. I am perfectly certain 
that Sir Herbert Samuel, who has rendered such great services 
to the British Empire, will render equally great services ta 
the building up of a Jewish National Home. I am fully alive to the 
many difficu!ties and obstacles in the way, but these will be overcome by 
perseverence’and patience, and, what to my mind is very important, the 
co-operation of ali classes of the Jewish Community. If you pull together 
these great obstac'es and difficulties will be overcome, and the Jewish 
National Home will be brought to realisation and prosperity. It is a 
great privilege to meto find myself by the side of my old friend Dr. 
Weizmann whose courage and organising genins arouse the admiration of 
us all. There is no man living who is bettcr able to carry out the 
task which has been entrusted to him. Mr. Jabotinsky is another of the 
Jewish fighters who knows what it is to make sacrifices for a just cause, 
and I hope he will be loyally supported in all his efforts. Itisa great 
privilege to me to-day to come in the midst of one of the most 
venerable and distinguished Jewish communitics in the world. And now 
I only desire to wish Dr. Weizmann God-specd on his journey to Pales- 
tine and to express the hope that his work there will be as successful in 
the future as it has becn in the past. I entertain the highest hopes for 
the future welfare and prosperity of the land over which the British

Dr. WEIZMANN IN ANTWERP. 


ANTWERP 
Dr. Weizmann visited Antwerp last week, and an enthusiastic recep- 
tion was given to him by the Belgian Zionists. In the course of his 
speech, at a meeting held in the Cirele Artistique, Dr. Weizmann said 
that althongh the moment was a gravc.one, he was giad to state 
that the Zionist Movement had greatly extended. Some believed that 
we did not get all we were entiticed to expect. That wastrue. But before 
giving a definite judgment, one must throw a glance backward. The 
important thing to be done now was to give the Movement in Palestine 
all the assistance possible. With a strong and prosperous Palestine the 
calamities of Ukraine and Poland would not repeat themselves.: in the 
negotiations with the great Powers we had no army and no money to 
back us. The big Jewish financiers were the adversaries of their people. 
He appealed to the Jews in Belgium to help in sending to Palestine 
Jewish cmigrants, against whom nearly all doors were closed with the 
exception of those of great and generous Belgium. Mr. Jean Fisher pre- 
sided at the mecting. 


SIR ALFRED MOND'S VISIT TO PALESTINE. 
In our last issue we announced that Sir Alfred Mond had Icft on 
Tuesday week for Palestine together with Dr. Weizmann. Other arrange- 
ments were, however, made, and Sir Alfred was to meet Dr. Weizmann 
on the Continent yesterday, and proceed to Palestine. 

In the course of an interview, which he granted to a representative 
of the Weekly Dispatch, Sir Alfred Mond said: 


I have had repeated invitations from Sir Herbert Samuel, and now I hope 
to be able to discover how much of the potentialities of Palestine are reai aud 
how mech are false. As Chairman of the new Economic Council, which 
coun’s among its members the wealthiest Jews of Britain, I want to look at 
the country from a business point of view. Certain things must be done. 
Communications, harbours, ir:igation, and the development of electric power 
are Vital to the country. The housing shortage aiso is very great. But before 
we can issue a comprehensive immigration plan we must have targe fands, and 
it is to that end that we have issued the world-wide appeal of the last few days. 
What I want to have behind the organisation is sufficient finances to be able to 
cable for £5,000,000 at any time it becomes necessary. I believe the country 
can support three or four million people, instead of the 600,000 there to-day. 
1 am going there to form my own opinion. I should like to see an end put to 
the stories of hostility between the Jews and the Arabs. The two peoples are 
not hostile, and po one will benefit more from the resettlement of Palestine 
than the Arabs. What I further forsee is the great value that the Palestine of 
the future will be to England. When she becomes a prosperous agricultural 
land she will not only be a great market for English goods herself, but Jewish 
traders will take British goods into all that corner of the East.

ZIONIST, COMMISSION IN PALESTINE. 


ANNUAL REPORT. | 


The annual report of the work of the Zionist Commission for the year 
ended September iast has just been issued. The report states: 

Money has been spent on investigating the —— of deriving electrical 
power fom the Jordan. There are 11,843 pupils in the Zionist Schools, which 
cost £102,139. Nearly the entire sum was provided by the Commission, the fees 
from the parents amounting to less than £5,000. The Commission has ex 
the work of co-operative agricultural groups, and has assisted in the planting of 
trees on about 1,600danams of land, while some 630,000 saplings of various kinds 
are seg - grown for planting out af a later date. New immigrants are being 
trained n veterinary work, agriculture, gardening, chemistry, fruit preservi 
etc. The Commission is building houses in various places, and has commtratead 
fifteen barracks for newly arrived workmen. 


I'he erection of the drainage system in the north-west quarter of Jerd¥alem 


MEET IN 


was an important piece of work. The cost amounted to £10,000. The drainage 
system was recently transferred by thg Zionist Commission to the Jerusalem 
Manicipality. Drainage of swam | Mernavia and on the Jordan, between 
Kinnereth and Degania, were undertaken by the department. The total com. 
mitments of the technical department are about £50,000. 

The Immigration Department of the Zionist Commission reports that 
6,500 Jews came to Palestine during the ten months ending September 80th. Of 
these, more than halfare single men and women who come as Chaluzim—Pioneer 
Labourers—2,400 of this number were repatriated persons. The Immigration 
Department provides in nearly every case the food and shelter for the immigrants 
on their arrival at the Port of Jaffa, as well as travelling expenses from the port 
to the place of employment. The Department also provides medical aid and 
advances loans to skilled workers and professiona! meu. 

Pending the detailed statistics, which will be published in due course, the 
Commission estimates that of the new arrivals 700 have found employment in 
agriculture, 1,000 in road making, and 600 in various skilled and unskilled trades. 
At least another 2,000 workers arrived during October and November, and 
increased the number employed on the roads, etc. 


ARTS AND CRAFTS EXHIBITION IN JERUSALEM. 

Arrangements are being made by the Pro-Jerusalem Society to hold 
an Arts and Crafts Exhibition in Jerusalem next spring. A Committee, 
under the presidentship of the Governor, has been formed, and the 
co-operation of all the local artists is invited. The Exhibition will be 
held at the Citadel, and will be divided into three sections. The first will 
be Art, including Sculpture; the second Town Pianning and Architecture, 
with special reference to the development of Jerusalem; and the third 
will be specifically devoted to Jerusalem Art. The excavations of the 
Fourth Century Basilica in the Garden of Gethsemane arc proceeding 
satisfactorilv. 


A SUPREME RELIGIOUS COUNCIL. 


The Commission appointed by the High Commissioner to enquire into 
the status and constitution of the Chief Rabbinates, Religious Courts, 
and the title of Haham Bashi, has submitted its report. Its findings 
are that at present it is not possible to secure one Rabbi whose appointment 
as Haham Bashi would satisfy all sections of the community. A majority 
report states that, instead, a supreme Religious Council should be created 
with no secular jurisdiction. Oa this Council, which would consist of 
eight members in all, the Sephardic and Ashkenazic communities should 
have equal representation. There should be two Presidents-—-one 
Ashkenazic, to be called the Chief Rabbi, and one Sephardic, with the 
title of “ First in Zion.” One President would act as head of the Court of 
Appeal. The Council should be clected for a period of three years. The 
election of Rabbis of communities outside Jerusalem should be entrusted 
to local Councils, but their finalbappointment should be subject to the 
approval of the Supreme Counc]. Objections have already been raised 
io the scheme, some Rabbis having stated that they consider it to be not 
in accordance with Jewish law. 


MR. CHURCHILL PATRON OF JEWISH BAZAAR. 

Mr. Winston Churchiil has consented to act as hon. patron of the 
Palestine bazaar, which the Manchester Branch of the Jewish National 
Fund Commission for England is arranging on March 22nd, 23rd, and 24th. 

Fitteen stalls have already been promised for the Bazaar, which will 
be opened each day by an eminent person. A special Palestine section is 
being arranged which will contain articles from Palestine. A collection 
of Bezalel articles valued at several hundreds of pounds will be on sale, 
Authorised canvassers are now visiting all Jewish housesin Manchester 
and the surrounding neighbourhoods. 


*ZIONIST LEADER SHOT BY BOLSHEVIKS. 


The Hebrew writer, I. Steinman, who had been reported dead, has 
recently arrived in Berlin from Soviet Russia. He states that the Zionist 
veteran and banker, Samuel Barbash, formerly a member of the Zionist 
Greater Actions Committee, had been shot by the Bolsheviks.

A company for the manufacture of carpets in Palestine has been floated by 
Mr. H. Shulman, President of the Glasgow Mizrachi Society, in conjunction 
with Mr. Isidore Greeublatt, of Philsdeiphia, and Mr. Abraham Goldberg, of 
New York, a member of the Greater Actions Committee. The Company, which: 
is called the Palestine Carpet Co. Marbadia, will co-operate with the Bezalel 
Art School. A factory has already been established in Jerusalem, and it is hoped 
to produce at least 10,000 square metres of material of a superior grade of rags 
per annum. Hopes are entertained of producing an original Jewish style m 
rage, cartains, covers,etc. The difficulty, so far, in Palestine has been that 
though there is wool in plenty for the manufacture of rugs, there has been no 


textile machinery to convert it into yarn. Tiris deficiency will now be met by 
the establishment of the Marbadia. :

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WHAT IS TRADITIONAL JUDAISM? 


> 


BY THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH. 


We have been hearing a great deal of late about Traditional J udaism. 
' ose main object, we are told, is 
to promote the cause of Traditional Judaism throughout the British 
Empire. In view of the importance of that movement—its far-reaching 
aims and the large amount of money which is required to make it a 
success—it seems desirable to consider the meaning of the term which 
- has been so prominently associated with it. What, then, is Traditional 
Judaism ? 

The expression is ordinarily used as a convenient equivalent fer 
Orthodox Judaism. The Chief Rabbi so used it in a recent sermon. It 
denotes, he said, “the teachings and practices which have come down to 
the house of Israel through the ages.”” In other words it P@ notes 
Judaism as orthodoxy understands it—Judaism in its entirety as it 
exists to-day after many centuries of growth and development. of 
this Judaism, the Bible. is the foundation only, or rather the framework, 
which materials, drawn from sources outside the Bible, have filled in 
and completed. Part of those materials is furnished by the Oral or 
Traditional Law, the teachings of the religious leaders in Isracl which 
supplemented the written Torah from the days of Moses downwards. 
These teachings, stored up in the memory, and transmitted by word of 
mouth, were, after being duly considered and sifted, at length written 
down in the Talmud, together with the deductions and the amplifications 
made by the Rabbins. They were ‘further extended by the decisions of 
yet later authorities, and, finally, codified by various writers in works 
such as Maimonides’ Yad Hachazakah and Joseph Karo's Shulchan Aruch. 
This traditional law, according to the original theory, rivals the p ecepts 
of the Pentateuch itself in binding force. It may neither be abrogated 
nor modified. And, when adced to the Biblical precepts, it constitutes 
traditional Jucaism. 

This is the true meaning of the term as hitherto understood. and as 
understood by genuine orthodoxy to-day. It stands for the totality cf 
existing Judaism. And it must be admitted that there are Jews who 
sincerely and consistently live up to their intcrpretation of it. There are, 
for example, the Machzike Hadath and tue Agudath Israel, for whom 
every jot and tittle of traditional Jndaism, interpreted in the scnse which 
I have in:licated, is sacrosanct. If its prescriptions clash now and again 
with the claims of modern life, so much the worse fer those claims. 
Judaism, as these hard-shell and perfectly logical Jews undcrstand it, 
constitutes the supreme rule cf life; all other considerations must give 
way to it. 

Dut there are Jews of a different kind. Accepting the old definition 
of Traditional Juddism in theory, they attach a different meaning to it 
in practice. The collision between the claims of orthoddadX¢ and the 
-exigencies of twentieth-century life. which the Jew of the Machziké 
Hadath type is able virtually to ignore, is for them a very real and a very 
scrious thing. How, for instance, are they to reconcile the

with the duty of taking part in public worship on the dav of rest. In 
these times attendance at synagogue on Religion’s own day is only made 
possible for a large number of Jews by a vivlation of the Sabbatical law. 
Thus the old legislation, tolerable enough in bygone ages, positively acts 
in restraint of Religion in these times, ananomaly which the very multi- 
plication of restrictions tends to heighten, Jews of the type of which I 
am speaking feel this anomaly. With at least cqual keenness do they 
feel the lower inconvenience which it entails. Ifthey are to observe the 
Sabbath in true orthodox fashion, they must refrain from reading a 
newspaper, or a postcr on a hoarding, or any book save a religious one; 
and this interference with their personal liberty and comfort is carried 
into every department of their ordinary life. The daily infraction of 
the Rabbinical dietary Jaws by nominally orthodox Jews is a familiar 
fact. It is true, then, to say that many of those who have enrolled them- 
selves under the banner of Traditional Judaism have come, in practice, 
to ignore the essential implications of the term, and, in effect, to put an 
entirely new interpretation upo.a it. Let us not be too harsh with them 
for this inconsistency. Not a little of the Judaism to which they are 
supposed, and claim, to conform took its rise in times and circumstances 
very different from those in which we live. Laws which effectively 
ministered to the religious life 2,009 or even 500 years ago may conceivably 
endanger it in these days. Thns self-styled orthodox Jews are forced to 
make a breach in their own religious citadel out of regard for religion 
itself. 

It is not the rank and file only, but the accredited: teachers of 
Judaism who feel this compulsion. For them Traditional Judaism has 
come te mean not.the whole body of Jewish religious practice, as it has 
come down to us from past ages—orthodox Jewish belief has notoriously 
never been authoritatively defined—but a particular type of Judaism, a 
Judaism mude up of a certain quantity of Tradition, the quantity being 
fixédl with more or less exactness by the person momentarily defining it. 
This obviously makes for vagueness and confusion. Thus the Chief 
Rabbi, in the sermon to which I have already alluded, specifies certain 
phases of Judaism, here or in the United States, as being outside the 
boundaries of Traditional Judaism. But, on the other hand, he concedes 
a place within those limits to the particular kind of Judaism, traditional

only in a limited sense, of which this synagogue isthe protagonist. Thus 
in one and the same discourse, he gives two irreconcilable explanations 
of the term which he sets out to eiucidate. At one moment it stands 


for the whole of tradition, at another for only a part of it. Moreover, only. 


eighty years ago the same authority, thongh not the same representative 
of it, warned the faithfal against using our Prayer Book, and 


BANNED OUR CONGREGATION AS RENEGADES, 


Clearly the old and accepted interpretation of Traditional Judaism is 
being renounced by all save theextreme upholders of orthodoxy. Notonly 
is the heresy of cighty years ago-—and it has become more pronounced in 
the interval—heresy no longer, but there has ceased to be any fixed 
criterion by which we may distinguish the Judaism that is traditional 
from the other varieties. | 

The truth is that, just as Judaism is being modified under the impact 
of modern life and thought, so its definition must necessarily be affected 
by the action of those forces. By Traditional Judaism we must hence- 
forth understand not the entire body of doctrine and ritual as hitherto 
received, but any Jewish system which pays homage to the idea of 
Tradition, which retains teachings and practices, though it be toa limited 
extent, which have been transmitted to us by Jewish hands from bygone 
days. We must distinguish between Traditional Judaism and Orthodox 
Judaism. The Judaism which keeps in touch with.the Past, which secks 
inspiration and direction not only in the sacred pages of the Scriptures, but 
in the thoughts and practical rules embodied in the later literature—nay, 
mote, which finds a call to noble living and thinking in spiritual 
communion with 

THE GREAT SOULS OF OUR RACE 

in every age, and strives to preserve the historic consciousness in order 
to replenish the founts of the religious life—this may not be Orthodoxy, 
but it has a full right to be called Traditional. Only when a group of 
Jews deliberately cut themselves off from these vitalising influences do 
they forfeit that right and, with it, the claim to be deemed Jews at all. 

lor, that we are dependent for our Judaism upon the historic con- 
sciousness, upon Tradition, reverence for which is the historic conscious- 
nesss embodied and made manifest, is the teaching of histery itself. The 
K iraites thought to dispense with all authority save the Bible. They 
quickly discovered theic mistake. ‘They had to go to their opponents, the 
Rabbis, for some of their doctrine, some of their ritual practice, some 
even oftheir liturgy. We of this synigogue have been styled the modern 
Karaites. Those who used the appellation spoke better than they knew. 
Like the Karaites, we mado the Bible our chief authority, denying 
the necessarily binding force of the so-ca'led Oral Law. But, like the 
Karaites, too, we recognised the value and the need of certain enact- 
ments of that law, and wove them into. our religious fabric from the 
first. The Shofar on New Year, the Citron on Tabernacles, the obser- 
vance of Cuanucah, the’date of Pentecost, the retention of the ancient 
statutcry Prayer Book—these are examples. What would even Reform 
Judaism b2 without such elements’ No: we cannot dispense with 
Tradition. 

All great faith 


Is but the rushing and expanding stream 
. Of thought, of feeling, fed by the Past. 


But we must discriminate. Only the ideas of bygone times which, 
flamelike, still burn steadily, despite the rough, imperious winds of latter- 
day inquiry, and kindle an answering light in our souls—only these 
deserve our cherishing. Butto them, once they are ascertained, ict us 
hold fast. We cannot build without foundations. It is not enough that a 
congregation should 

CALL JEWISH 


to make it so. A body of agnostics-or devil-worshippers, or one which 
consistently ignores the great days hitherto held sacred in Israel, may 
thus style itself; but its creed or its practice cannot.be deemed Jewish by 
the most liberal among us. . Belief in God, in the One God, must be tLe 
starting-point, reverence for our time-honoured “holy convocations,” 
observance of which is the type and test of Jewish coaformity, must be 
the super-structure of every Judaism deserving of the name. To put 
such elements from us as superfluous is, in very sooth, to place ourselves 
outside the pale, to “cut off our souls from our people.” Well does the 
old Passover Haggadah, when setting forth the question put by the 
“Wicked §on,” who asks “ What is this observance of yours’” declare 
that, in thus dissociating himself from the inherited practices, the 
hallowed memories of his people,.he denies the very fundamentals of 
Judaism. For tradition is its very life-blood.

JEWISH WAR MEMORIAL. 
A GRANT TO JEWS’ COLLEGE, 
A largely attended meeting of the Council was held on Tuesday, at 


Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, O.B.E., M.P., presided. 
Sir RoperT WALEY Conen, K.B.E., moved the adoption of the report 


of the Executive Committee, many features of which have already been 


recorded in these columns. 

Sir ROBERT moved the following resolutions which were embodied in 
the report: 

That the Council records its high appreciation of the valuable services 
rendered by the members of the Religious Education Committee, and by Dr. 
Fichhols, the Chairman, to the cause of religious eclucation. 

That a public and permanent record of all donations to the Memorial be 
made inthe memorial building to be erected hereafter, and that those which are 
eoliected through the medium of the synagogues be inscribed under the names 
of the individual synagogues concerned. 

Mr. E. Lesser asked what was meant by a memorial building ?

Sir ROBERT said that-as the present premises of Jews College were 
only held on a short Jease, the War Memorial Council hoped to build a 
permanent college. 

After further discussion, in which Mr. I. Salmon, O.B.E., L.C.C., Sir 
A. Tack, and Mr. 8S. H. Emanuel, K.C., took part, the motion was adopted, 
with the alteration of the words “memorial. Suilding” to “ memorial 
college which may be erected.” The first resolution was also adopted. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN said that the Council had spent many 
anxious hours trying to find a way how best to relieve the pressing needs 
of Jews’ College. Thé Executive Committee recommended that a grant 
should be made to Jews’ College during the financiai year 1921-22, pro- 
vided that no public appeal was made by the Council of the College to 
meet their present deficiency. He moved; 

That if the Jews’ College Committee of the War Memorial do not present 
its report prior to September, 1921,a grant of not less than £1,000 to Jews’ 
College be then immediately made and paid over. 

Dr. A. EICHHOLZ seconded the motion. 

Mr. 8S. H. EMANUEL, pe., said he was not quite satisfied with the 
decision of the Executivé Committee. There had been differences of 
opinicn as to the efficiency of the College, but he had it on the very best 
authority that the professors at the College were absolutely the best 
obtainab'e. Considering the small amount of money given to the College 
the work done was most efficient. If the War Memorial could not help 
the College in its present difliculty, it would be necessary to make an 
appeal to the community, although the College Council felt it wonld not 
be loyal to do so. 

Mr. A. KAHN, M.A., moved as an amendment: 

That the grant of not less than £1,900 be made to the Jews’ College for the 
financial ear 1921-1922 in the first month of that financial year. 

He objecteé@.to the College being bound to the restrictions contained in 
the resol 

Mr. A. BUBFNS s@conded the amendment. 

Sir A. Tuck, in supporting the amendment, spoke at length on the 
fivancial crisis in which the College found itself at the moment. The 
College had placed itself unreservedly in the hands of the War Memorial 
(ouncil when the scheme was first initiated. If he had realised then that 
some years would have to elapse before the distribution of the moncy, he 
would have asked the War Memorial promoters for a grant to enable the 
College to meet its immediate needs. It was not the intention of the 
College to appeal to the pubtic. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the money collected was for a War Memorial 
and not specifically for a Jewish College. If a grant were given certain 
conditions should be made. He personally would like:to assist the 
College. They could not at the present time give to the College uncon- 
ditionally. He hoped Mr. Kahn's amendment would be withdrawn. 

After further discussion, in which Sir Rh. Walcy-Cohen, Sir A. Tuck, 
and Messrs. E. Lesser, 8S. H. Emanuel, K.C., I. C. Stern, M.C., G. Tuck, 
M. Jacobs, A. E. Franklin, and the Chairman took part, the amendment 
was negatived., 

On the motion of Sir APOLPH Tuck, seconded by Mr. A. KAHN, 
it was agreed to refer the matter back to the Executive Committee for 
further consideration. : | 

Mr. O. E. D’AVIGDOR-GOLDSMID submitted the financial statement, 
which showed that so far £94,975 had been received. The Administration 
expenses totalled £2,274, Publicity and Committee expenses £2,043, and 
expenses in connection with the Dominion Tour £1,527. The totalamount 
of donations promised was £180,000. 

Mr. F. C. STERN seconded the motion for the adoption of the financial 
statement, which was agreed to. 

Amendments to the Draft Constitution of the Ccntral Committee 
for Jewish Education, passed by the Religious Education Committee, 

were moved by Dr. EICHHOLZ and adopted.

The Annual! Conference of the Junior Mizrachi Organisation was held last 
week at Jews’ College. Mr. B. Hirschler, the Presiitent, opened the Conference, 
and welcomed the delegates. Speeches of welcome were also made by Mr. 
Jacques Cohen and Miss Z. Wechsler, B.A. (in the name of the London Societies), 
and Mr. I. Zeilingeld in Hebrew (in the name of the Warsaw Junior Mizrachi). 
These were replied to by Mr. G. D. Guttentag and Miss A, Kahan. The follow- 
ing were elected officers of the Conference: Mr. B. Hirschiter,Chairman; Mr. 
8. Oster and Miss Z. Wechsler, Vice-Chairmen; Messrs. N. Paros and J. 
Spivack, Secretaries; and Mr. N. Kaplin, Yiddish Secretary. Mr. Leo Vos 

msterdam) gave a résumé of the work of the World Junior Mizrachi Bureau 
Sark the vear. It was resolved to express the gratification of the Conference 
at the work which had been accomplished in difficult circumstances. It was 
announced that the office of the World Junior Bureau was being transferred to 
Jerusalem. Mr. Zimmer opened a discussion on educational activiti s, in 
which he emphasised the need for co-ordinate effort on behalf of all soc esies, 
instead of irregular and disjointed work by each. 

After lunch Mr. 8S. Oster presided. Mr. N. Kaplin reported on the propa- 
ganda which had been carried on, and proposed a number of resolutions for 
the future control of this propaganda. A Committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Jacques Cohen, G. D. Guttentag, H. Israel and N. Kaplin, was appointel to 
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examine these resolutions and report to the Conference. Mr. H. Newman, 
opening a discussion on “ The Periodical,’”’ referred to the magazines which 
are already being issued by independent societies—the “Ben Zakkai’’ and the 
"Jewish Youth ’’—but the Organisation itself needed a periodical in which it 
could speak direct to the members. It was decided to establish an official 
organ of the Junior Mizrachi Organisation. The activities of individual societies 
for the year were reported by their Secretaries, and others, and it was found 
that most of them were making good progress. The Chair was then taken by 
Mr. Hirschler, and Mr. Oster submitted the financial report. The situation was 
comparatively evatisfactory. A creditable amouht of money had been obtained 
for the Jewish National Fand. The Committee on propaganda reported, and 
resolutions calling for a vigorous propaganda campaign were adopted. The 
Council was instracted to take in hand the matter of Sabbath Observance. 
The following resolutions were adopted: (1) That a fund be organised to assist 
English Mizrachi Chaluzim; (2) That the Jewish National Fund should have 
on its Commission a representative of the Junior Mizrachi Organisation; (3) 
That this Conference protests against the pogroms in Poland and in Russia. 

_ A Committee, consisting of Messrs. Lb. Hirschler, Jacques Cohen, Lazarus 
Cohen and H. Israel, was appointed to examine the Constitution and report to 
the next meeting of the Council. 

The following officers for the coming year were elected: Mr. B. Hirschler, 
President; Rabbi B. Wilner and Mr. G. D. Guttentag (provinces) Vice-Presi- 
dents; Mr. S. Oster, Treasurer; and Messrs. H. Israel and b. Spivack, Joint 
Hon. Secretaries. 


EAST LONDON. 

\ public meeting, under the auspices of the Mizrachi Conncil, was held on 
Monday at the Cannon Street Road Synagogue. Mr. E. Zeit'yn presided. 
Addresses on the work of the Mizrachi were given by Rabbis A. H. Schwartz 
and 5.

Sirn,—In your last issue, I am reported as having stated at a Mizrachi 


in the synagogue-going Jew of Hampstead. This statement, incorrectly 
quoted and taken from its context, conveys an erroneous implication, but 
1 would not have thought it necessary to correct the remark imputed to 
me, were it not that it may give 1ise to some misapprehension as to the 
views of Mizrachi&sts generally on this question. 

The very faison détre of the Mizrachi movement is to take all 
possible steps to ensure that the new Palestine shall be built up on the 
enduring foundations of Godand Torah. Wedonot lose, however, our sense 
of proportion, as some of the opponents of Zionism are aptto do, when we 
hear of breachesin Jewish law and custom on the part of certain sections 
of the settlers in Palestine. We understand that the revolt against 
tradition is in most cases nothing more than the expression of a natural 
reaction against the rod of the oppressor and the restraint of the ghetto. 
We deplore the fact that this reaction should occasionally take the form 
of disregard of the most sacred and fundamental Jewish principles and 
practices—but to meet it we work all the harder for the Mizrachi. Let 
me in passing warn your readers against the grossly-exaggerated reports 
of these exceptional occurrences spread by persons more concerned to 
‘bolster up a theory than to record the facts as they are. _ 

But as Mizrachists we have faith in Judaism, faith in the Jewish 
people, faith in Palestine; the threefold cord that will not easily be 
broken. We believe that in the end such temporary aberrations—bred 
in galuth—will disappear and that Palestine will bring forth as its 
normal human product a type of Jew who will be more fully ecnsc ous 
than any Jew in the diaspora possibly can be, of the true inwardness of 
Judaism and who will live a life that is completely Jewish in the full and 
in the historical sense of that term. That is why we think that Judaism 
has more to hope for from even the atheist Jew in Palestine, whose 
children will grow up in a Jewish environment, in a country “the very 
air of which makes wise,” as the Rabbis used to say, than from the 
observant Jew trying to preserve Jewish life against impossible odds in a 
capital in Western Europe; with the results that are only too painfully 
evident. 

The Mizrachi aims at ensuring that there shall be at least one spot 
on carth where Judaism shall have its opportunity to live in freedom and 
fulness. Then, perhaps, but only then, will the whole world be safe for 
Judaism, and then there may be hope even for the great-grandchildren ot 
the synagogue-going Jew of Hampstead.

The Purpose of the Movement.

S1r,—As Mr. Leopold Frank, in the last issue of your esteemed 
journal, drew attention to the negotiations, so far fruitless, which have 
been proceeding between the Mizrachi and the Agadas Yisrael, I crave the 
—" of your columns to put the Mizrachi standpoint before your 
readers. 

. The programme of the Mizrachi is, I fee) convinced, as extensive as 
that of any similar organisation. The fullowing, quoted from Mizrachi 
publications, amplifies my assertion :— 

1. “The Mizrachi is a religious-national organisation, which adheres 
to the Basle programme, and regards it as a religious and national duty to 
work for the carrying out of this programme. 

. 2, “The Mizrachi contends that religion and nationalism are 
inseparably combined. i.¢., that it is impossible that there should be a

complete national revival without it being religious, and that true 
nationalism cannot and should not rest content with the revival of the 
land and language alone. 

8. “Together with this, the Mizrachi maintains that the revival of 
the land and language can only be regarded as a portion of Judaism, 
and one does nct fulfil his duties towards the whole of Judaism by 
participating in these activities only. 

4. “The Mizrachi, while remaining a separate organisation in the 
Zionist Movement with well defined aspirations and separate duties, 
unites with the various parties within Zionism for practical work con- 
cerning the rebuilding and colonisation in Eretz Yisrael, but works 
independencly in the religious and educational work in Eretz Yisrael.” 

“The Mizrachi giyes special attention to the following branches of 
activity :— 

ia). “ The spreading of the religious-national idea and the strengthen- 
ing and furthering of religious-national life and education both in the 
Holy Land and the Diaspora. 

(b). “ The encouragement of economic activities conducted in accerd- 
ance with Traditional Judaism and designed for the benefit of the Holy 
Land.” 

I will not enumerate what the movement has already accomplished, 
as, for instance, the Kindergartens in England and the Teachers’ 
Seminary in America, but will deal with the necessity of such a move- 
ment. 

Mr. Frank concludes his letter with the well-kaown phrase, “ Unity 
is Strength.” Does it not depend upon the kind of unity? Should the 
unity of twa bodies be achieved at the cost of severing relations with 
another organisation? The Agudah holds that many Zionist leaders are 
irreligious, and refuses to work with them. But was not the Mizrachi 
forme] to guard the interests of Orthodox Jewa in Eretz Yisrael? The 
Mizrachi is a recognised organisation whose principal aim is to make 
Palestine the Religious as well as National Home of Am Yisrael. Why 
then make new movements with similar objects? Why make separate 
and oppos#ng camps in Orthodox Jewry, and so weaken the validity of 
our claims? 

Palestine is the land of our Tradition, the country of promise. When 
other territory was offered Jewry’s answer was TH AX TR 
"133 

Let us, therefore, not forget to “ sing the Lord’s Song” in Zion. 

“A religious-less Zion, an atheistic and materialistic Zion, and a Zion 
neutral towards our Torah, wonld be the greatest betrayal to the Inyriads 
of martyrs who have died for ages to preserve our glorious Faith from 
oblivion,” recently wrote a well-known provincial Rabbi. And who will 
gainsay him? 

Zionism without Judaism is 7D) R93 4.35, “as a body without a 
soul.” “ The Land of Israel for the People of Israel ” is not sufficient asour 
watchword. The Jewish Commonwealth must be built up “on the basis 
of Traditional Judaism.” In addition to OY? IN W" PS we must not 
omit to inscribe on our banner. 

Observant Traditional Jewry forms the overwhelming majority of 
Bene Yisrael, and would, by becoming adherents to the Mizrachi cause 
dominate the Zionist Movement, thereby ecusuring that religious Jews 
becomes the leaders of Zionism. Then we could rest assured that Eretz 
Yisrael would become not only the Jewish National Home, but also a real 
Holy Land. 

Orthodox Jews have the opportunity of obtaining the reins of govern- 
ment in the Zionist Orginisation; let them not ignore it.

i THE SAYINGS OF JESUS FROM. OXYRHYNCHUS ” by Mr. Hugh G. Evelyn 
White (Cambridge University Press), is a welcome addition to the litera- 
ture which has gathered round these famous “ bayings.” ‘The author 
makes no apology for his fresh work. Large as is the literature dealing 
with the subject, Mr. White believes that it has not solved all the 
problems which the papyrus fragments possess, nor has it exhausted all 


the possibilities of text-reconstruction and interpretation. 


from one 
point of vVicw, the 


Sayings ’-seem to fall well within the demesne of 
theology, but from another point of view they appear to lie on the vague 
border-land which parts theological literature from ancient literature in 
its broadest sense. In this little and compact study, the author has 
regarded the fragments as remains of early Christian literature rather 
than as a theological document. The work includes an Introdtiction. 
Critical Apparatus, and a Commentary. In the Introduction and 
Commentary Mr. White has tried not only to bring forward fresh con- 
siderations bearing-upon the problems involved, but also to represent and 
consider the jndgments of previous editors. 


Is this Oxyrhynchus Collection unighe in Christian literature, or is it, 


but one cxample of a numerous class? In answer to this question, the 
author states that we must remember that Collections of noteworthy 
Sayings are by no means unknown in literature generally. The Jews 
preserved the Sayings of their famous Rabbis in the Talmud and also in a 
special Collection, Pik: Aboth, ‘‘ Ethics of the Fathers.” Since Jgwish 
colonies were to be found in many parts of Egypt, and Jewish influence 
was necessarily strong in the early Christian period, it is not impossible 
that the Oxyrbynchus Collection was formed, directly or indirectly, after 
a Hebraic model. But Mr. White thinks it is not necessary to assume 
this. The Egyptians also were naturally inclined to form Collections of 
Sayings, recording in aphoristic form the virtues and teaching of famous 
men. We need not therefore go outside Egypt to find the origin of such 
literature. 

The author points out that each Saying is introduced by the formula, 
“Jesus saith,” and the regular use of this formula, and the use of 
practically no abbreviations other than Biblical, prove the papyrus to be 
a fragment of a literary work, and not a series of notes or jottings for 
temporary use. Mr. White recalls that the formula “he saith,” “he used 
to say,” or “he was saying” is mecisely that used to introduce 


supplementary Sayings of Jewish Rabbis in such a work as the Pirke 


Aboth, e.g.,°’ Hillel said . He used to say.” The author thinks it 
is most likely that the Oxyrhynchus Collection was made at a time when 
the primitive Collection of the Sayings of Jesus had been absorbed into 
the Synoptic Gospels, and thus utterly forgotten as a separate work, by 
some person familiar with the Jewish or Egyptian practice of treasuring 
up the pregnant Sayings of famous teachers. So regarded, it would be 
but an unconscious revival of the primitive Christian Collection, and its 
true model would be Jewish or Egyptian. | 

Some characteristics in the Sayings point to a source of essentially 
Jewish character. For instance, the Fifth Saying reads, “ His disciples 
examine him and say: How shall we fast, and how shail we pray, and 
now shall we do alms; and what shall we keep of the traditions’” (p. 22). 
rhese questions would be of interest mainly, if not only, to Jewish 
sonverts. Again, the Seventh Saying reads, “Jesus saith: Except ye 
‘ast toward the world, ye shall not find the Kingdom of God; And unless 
ye sanctify the whole week, ye shall not see the Father” (p. 27). This 
dictum deals with purely Jewish institutions. Together with the matter 
of Jewish institutions Mr. White couples the question of the Aramaic 
‘language, It has been thought that traces of an Aramaic original can be 
found in the Sayings, and if the truth of this could be shown it would go 
far to prove that they were derived from the “ Gospel according to the 
Hebrews,” which was in Aramaic. Butsuch traces may oviginate a stage 
further back, in the period of oral rather than of documentary currency ; 
and in some cases they may be no more than Semiticisms in the 
Alexandrian or Palcstinian everyday speech. The author is of opinion 
that there is no crucia! illustration which would force us irresistibly to 
the conclusion that the Sayings were translated from the Aramaic, and 
the problem must, therefore, be left as an open question. 

In his Commentary on the Sayings, Mr. White notes frequent 
mstances of the use of Jewish literature. For example, the Second 
Saying contains the following passage, “Jesus saith: The birds of the air 
und the beasts, whatsoever is under the earth or upon the earth, and 
the fishes of the sea; these are they which draw you. Andthe Kingdom 
of Heaven is within you; and whosoever shall know himself shall find it. 
And when ye have found it, ye shal] know that ye are sons and heirs of 
che Alfmighty Father, and ye shall know that ye are in God and God in 


| 


you. And ye are the city of God” (p. 10). The mention here of birds, 
beasts, and fishes as symbolical of creation and as a link between Man 
and Heaven is obviously to be connected with Job xii., 7-9, “ But ask now 
the beasts, and they shall teach thee; and the fowls of the air, and they 
Shall tell thee . « and the fishes of the sea shall declare untc 
thee. Who Knoweth not in all these, that the hand of the Lord hath 
wrought this? In whose hand is the soul of every living thing, and the 
breath of all mankind.” Again, the Tenth Saying (Logion V.) opens, 
“Jesus saith: Wheresoever there be two, they are not without God. And 
where there is one alone, I say, I am with him” (p. 36). This Logion rests 
on Jewish traditional teaching, and the most obvious parallel is the saying 
of Rabbi Chalafta, the son of Dosa, of the village of Chananya. ‘‘ When 
ten people sit together and occupy themselves with the Torah, the 
Shechinah abides among them. And whence can it be shown that 
the same applies to two’ Because it is said, Then they that feared the 
Lord spake one with the other; and the Lord hearkened avd heard 
(Malachi iii, 16). And whence can it be shown that the same applie® 
toone?’ Because it is said, In every place where I cause my name to be 
mentioned I will come unto thee and I will bless thee (Exodus xx. 24) 
_Pirke Aboth, III. 7). The second part of the same “New” Saying of 


Jesus reads, “ Lift up the stone; and there thou shalt find me; Cleave the 


wood, and there I am” (p. 36),. This is undoubtedly related to Eccle 
siastes x.%, “ Whoso heweth out stones shall be hurt therewith ; and he 
that cleaveth wood is endangered thereby.” In the Twelfth Saying 


(Logion vii.) we have the conflation oftwo elements. “Jesus saith: A city. 


built upon the top of a high mountain and established can neither fall no 
be hidden ™ (p. 43). The first element rests on Isaiah ii. 2, “ The mountair 
of the Lord’s house shall be established in the top of the mountains, and 
shall be exalted above the hills.” There is also a second suggestion 
of the phraseology of Isaiah xxviii,4, “And the fading flower of his 
glorious beauty, which is on the head of the fat valley.” Such a use of 
Jewish literature is only what might be expected in fragments of the 
“New” Sayings of Jesus, which, according to the theory urged by Mr. 
White, came from a Gospel designed for Jewish readers. 

Mr. White displays in their perfection the finest qualities of a com. 
petent editor, lucid itterpreter, and. independent critic. He has produced 
an excclient and well-proportioned treatise, which can serve as a model 
for all those who aim at spreading the results of profound learning ina 
clear and acceptable form without the slightest sacrifice of accurate 
scholarship and academic value. 


Notes and News. 

(1) “The Ethics of the Fathers,” by Dr. Alexander Kohut (New York), 
comprises a series of discourses originally preached in German, and’which 
created a profound impression at the time of their delivery. They were 
the author's first efforts in the American Jewish pulpit, which he so con. 
spicuously adorned. Heard by very large audiences, they were cagerly 
read and discussed throughout the length and breadth of the land when 
they appeared, week by week, in the columns of The American Hebrew,ina 
hastily prepared translation by his friend Max Cohen, the Librarian of the 
then Maimonides Free Library. ‘They were afterwards published in book 
form. Though the utterances of a stranger, barely familiar with his new 
surroundings, his words are still regarded as having a living message tc 
American Jewry. This is the only reason given by the editor, Dr 
Barnet A. Elzas, for reprinting this volume, that has now been out 0! 
print for twenty years. Theaddresses have been practically rewritten by 
the editor, who has endeavoured to be as true as possible to the spirit of 
the original. - He has taken the opportunity of correcting a number ol 
typographical errors in the Talmudic quotations and the references t 
the same, and has added numerous references omitted in the original 
He has also supptied the Biblical references for the sake of completeness 
Dr. Elzas also contributes a “ Memoir of Alexander Kohut,” Dr. Gotthart 
Deutsch is responsible for an appreciation of * Alexander Kohut's Contri. 
bution to Jewish Scholarship,” Dr. Maurice H. Harris gives “* Au Estimate 
of Dr. Alexinder Kohut's Place in the History of American Judaism,” 
and Mr. Max Cohen recalls “ Some Memories of Alexander Kohut.” The 
volume is tastefully produced, provides a worthy exterior for its internal 
worth, and is a fine tribute to the memory of a scholar, who, according to 
his interpretation of Judaism, lived for the best ideals of Jewish learning 
and Jewish life.

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REPREHENSIBLE ACTION BY SHOCHETIM. 
" - 

PRESENTATION BY SHECHITA BOARD TO PRESIDENT, 

A meeting of the Shechita Board was held on Monday, at the Vestry 
Rooms of the Spanish and Portugucse Synagogue, Bevis Marks. Mr, 
J. M. Lissack presided, and there were present: 

Dr. L. D. Barnett, Messrs. I’. Barnett. L. L. Cohen, B. IL Deichowsky, I. 
Feldman, M. Feldman,L. Frank, D. Frost, D. Galinsky, J. Jacobs, A. Jo Ee 
I. Tandau, W. T. Leviansky, N. 8. Lucas, M. Moses, J.P., 5. Moses, M.A., 
J. N. Nabarro, R. Nahbon, E. H. Pinto, A. Rosen and W. Wachman. Davyanim 
A. Chaikin. A. Feldman and 8. L. Hillman attended as Ecclesiastical Assessors, 
and Messrs. J. Goldman and J. Morris represented the retail butthers. 

A presentation was made by Mr. Mark Moses,on behalf of the Board, 
to the Chairman, on the occasicn of bis silver wedding. Mr. Moses said 
that Mr. Lissack had been a member of the Board since 1894, and his 
work had been marked by the utmost cnergy and loyalty to his colleagues. 
What he had done was reflected in the present prosperous position of its 
finances. Heasked Mr. Lissack to accept a gold watch suitably inscribed, 
and an illuminated address, which states in part :— 

We, the undersigncd, have grcat pleasure in taking the opportunity of your 
silver wedding to congratalate you and Mis, Lissack most coidially on the 
happy cecasion, and to express to vou'the high regard and estcem in which you 
are held by us. By the keen interest vou have been cood enough to display in 
the work of the Board since you became one of WY members in the year 18%, 
and particularly since vour election as President. you have deserved well of the 
community, ard the membersof the Bcard feelthat they owe a great deal to the 
uhremittipg personal atiention you have given te the affairs of the Board, 
especially during the difficult and strennous period of the war. The cause of 
Kashtath has been safeguarded by vour efforts, whuUe at no time in the history 
of the Board have its finances been in a stronger position than under your able 
presidency. 

Mr. W. T. LEVIANSKY and Dayan FELDMAN (on behalf ef the Chief 
Rabbi and the Ecclesiastical Authorities) also spoke. 

Mr. LISSACK, in expressing his thanks, said that it was interesting to 
note that in the one hundred and sixtecn years the Board had existed, 
that was the first time a presentation had becn made to an official. 
Taking the Board all round, he thought he could say that it was the best 
not only in Great Britain, but anywhere. Hethen moved the adoption of 
the balance-sheet for the half year ended November 5.h last. The 
income from fecs for slaughtering cattle was £17,304, as compared with 
£11,895 for the previons corresponding period,’for killing poultry, £6,054, 
as compared with £5,598. The number of oxen slain kasher showed a 
slight decrease-—17,183, as compared with 18,147; calves, 10,286 as com- 
pared with 9,785. Sheepand poultry showed remarkable increases, in the 
former case, 9,950 as com parcd with 3,476, and poultry 662,632, as compared 
with 588,312. The total income of the Board for the past six months was 
£25,897, as compared with £19,226 for the previous corresponding period. 

A letter was read from the United Synagogue pointing out the 
anomalous position of the Beth Din in its relations with the Board. The 
work of the Beth Din was increasing, and was largely concerned with 
questions of Shechita, but the Board did not contribute towards its main- 


tenance. The Beth Din involved tie United Synagogue inan expenditure . 
of nearly £6,000. The United Syn-gogue had not troubled the Board | 


previously owing to its financial position, but as that had so considerabiy 
improved, the Executive thought the time bad come when it cou'd ask 
the Board to do its share towards the support of the Beth Dio. 

The letter was referred to the Executive Committee, with a view to 
its. favourable consideration, and to report thereon to the Board. 

STRIKE OF SHOCHETIM, 

The CHAIRMAN said that some six weeks ago it had come to bis 
knowledge that the Shochetim were levying a charge of Is. per ox from 
the carcass butchers. It would be remembcred that a similar charge in 
regard to the kashruth of offal had been investigated early last year. As 
a result of a conflict of evidence, the Shochetim had then been given the 
benefit of the doubt. But a regulation had been made and communicated 
to all of them, strictly forbidding the levying of any such charges in the 
futare. There had been recently an abnormal number of cattle declared 
irefa, and this phenomenon bad contributed to the discovery to which,he 
referred. A meeting of all the carcass butchers was summoned, and they 
admitted paying thischarge of one shilling to the Shochetim. This, said 
Mr. Lissack, amounted to nothing more or less than blackmail. The ring- 
leader had been discovered and suspended, but at a meeting at which the 
Executive had met the Shochctim, their attitude was most defiant. 
A joint meeting of the Beth Din, the Executive and the Shochetim 
wasalso held. The Shochetim agreed toabstain from makirg this levy in 
future, on condition that the ringicader, whose dismissal bad becn decided 
on, should be reinstated. A three days’ strike followed, but the Shochetim 
had returned to work and the Executive had hope: to be able to report 
that the matter had been finally setticd when a letter was received from 
the Shochetim dated the 5ist December. This letter protested against the 
mauner in which they bad been treated, demanded that the three days’ 
pay they had lost by striking should be refunded, but promised to abstain 
from the unauthorised levy in view of a favourable consideration for 
increased salaries which they placed at £12 a weck. This letter had 
been followed by one from the Market Shomerim, also requesting a rise 
of wages. 

Mr. Lissack was asked whether he meant that only oxen in respect 
to which this levy was paid were declared “kasher.” He pointed out 
that he had made no such assertion but he would leave the Board to draw 
its own conclugik ns. 

Mr. Lissack said that this letter had made the situation most critical. 
The stoppage of pay during the strike was in strict accordance with the 
laws of which the Shochetim were fully cognizant. He thought it 
best to defer any definite action until the Executive had an opportunity 
of meeting the Shochetim at an carly date. He believed that the great 
majority were amenable to reason, but there were a few hotheads. and if 
these would not come to terms they would have to be dismissed and 
others appointed in their places, 

Mr. LEOPOLD FRANK said the whole proceeding was nothing more or 
less than blackmailing. He would like to have the matter Jaid before the 
Public Prosecutor. 
letter, it would be simply compounding a felony. 

After furthur discussion, and in view of the seriousness of the situation, 
it was decided to accept the proposition of the Chairman. 

The recommendation of the Executive Com mittee increasing the repre- 
sentation of the Federation of Synagogucs on the Board was adopted. 

INADEQUATE PENSIONS. 

An animated discussion followed on a resolution to make an allow. 
ance of £30 per annum to the widow ofa Shochet. Mr. Lissack agreed 
that the sum was quite inadequate, in view of the present cost of living, 
but it had to be remembered that those who were responsible were the 
Shochetim themselves, who had always refused to contribute one single 
penny towards a Superannuation or Pension Fund, 

Mr. P. Barnett moved, and Mr. L. Frank seconded, that the allow- 
ance be increased from £30 to £70. The motion was carried.

These 
qualities in his eventful life, up to the time of taking the leadership, were 
shown to be courage, sympathy, a burning passion for justice, a con- 
scientious devotion to things great and small, imbued with a spirit of 
active eaquiry, and yet withai still remaining the simplest and meekxkest 
of men. The preacher said that he had chosen this subject on that 
particular Sabbath, not merely for its historic interest, but because it 
would be his endeavour to keep before him, in the work to which he had 
heen called, that colossal figure as an inspiration antl an example. His 
first and foremost task would be to expound and teach that holy 
religion which M »ses founded and to infase into the young a love for their 
ancient faith. But this could only be successfally achieved if he secured 
the sympathy and co-operation of their parents. It was only the theory 
of Jadaism that could be tanght in the schoolroom. Without the example 
in the home, it would be as a soul without a body. A community was the 
reflex of its leader. The leader was a product of the commanity. He 
could only be what the community wished to make him. It was his earnest 
hope, with their. co-operation, to make the House of God the centre of 
Jewish life in the city, to promote a Judaism that was Jewish and still 
compatible with citizenship, and a lov alty to king and country that 
invoived no sacrifice of any essentials of their ancestral faith.

“If we take the long period 
from the destruction of the Second Temple down 
to the present day and recall the tragedies that 
have occurred since our exile, should we not 
regard them 4s a great test to prove who are 
true Jews? From my point of view, the diaspora, 
with the interminable sufferings it has involved 
for our race, has served but to strengthen the 
Jewish spirit.” 
INQUISITION. 

“Let us think,” she goes on to say,“ of the 
Spanish Inquisition. How many of our unfor- 
tunate coreligionists chose martyrdom rather 
than become prose@lytes! Did their environment 
ami their unhappy circumstances weaken their 
faith’ No. lam convinced they served but to 
strengthen their love for Judaism. So it remains 
to the present day. We are a persecuted and 
oppressed race, and daily we continue to defend 
our Jewish honour against our calumniators, 
those who have wished, and still desire to see, 
Judaism besmirched. In consequence of the 
enormity of Jewish sufferings the wits of the 
Jew have been sharpened by his poignant 
experience, and he has found true nobility of 


soul.” 
PROSPERITY AND ADVERSITY. 


Rachel quotes a saying of Hazlitt: “ Prosperity 


Israel 


is a great teacher, but adversity is a greater. 
Possession pampers the mind, privation trains 
and strepgthens it.” She concludes by 
expressing the view that just by reason of the 
trials the Jewish people have gone through the 
new homeland will be all the more successful 
and will “shed its glorious rays over the world.”
